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BALLET AND THE DANCE 


BRITISH PUBLICATIONS OF THE LAST TEN YEARS 
Il. AESTHETICS AND TECHNIQUE 


DOROTHY GUMMER 


NOTHING has been published on the art of choreography or on that of 
individual choreographers. A solitary study in aesthetics is Deirdre Priddin’s 
thesis The Art of the Dance in French Literature from Théophile Gautier to 
Paul Valéry (1952, Black, 10s.6d.). 

The component arts of ballet have received scarcely more attention. 
C. W. Beaumont’s standard historical survey in pictures, Ballet Design Past 
and Present, was reprinted (1946; 1954, Studio, 35s.) and Richard Buckle 
made an attractive personal selection, with commentary, of illustrations of 
Modern Ballet Design (1955, Black, 30s.). A great designer was well com- 
memorated in Sophie Fedorovitch, 1893-1953, the catalogue of a memorial 
exhibition at the Victoria and Albert Museum (1955, H.M.S.O., 2s.6d.). 

Ballet music remained neglected since some valuable articles written by 
Edwin Evans for The Dancing Times were collected as Music and the Dance 
(1948, Herbert Jenkins). Evans’ death in 1945, and that of Constant Lambert 
in 1951, left a gap never filled, though Humphrey Searle in Ballet Music: An 
Introduction (1958, Cassell, 21s.) has provided a musician’s commentary on 
nearly all the important scores composed or used for ballet from Gluck to 
Britten. 

Aesthetic principles have to be sought in general introductions for the 
ballet audience. A. L. Haskell was first in the field with his Prelude to Ballet 
(1936; revised 1947, Nelson) and his famous Ballet: A Complete Guide to 
Appreciation (1938; latest revised edition 1955, Penguin Books, 3s.6d.). 
Others include Audrey Williamson’s The Art of Ballet (revised edition 1953, 
Werner Laurie, 21s.) and Caryl Brahms’ A Seat at the Ballet (1951, Evans). 
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Felicity Gray’s Ballet for Beginners (1952, Phoenix House, 13s.6d.) reproduces 
parts of her television programmes including a useful illustrated section on 
classical mime. Kay Ambrose has written and illustrated amusingly The 
Ballet-lover’s Pocket Book: Technique Without Tears for the Ballet-lover (1943; 
second edition 1952; Black, 7s.) and The Ballet-lover’s Companion: A Guide 
to Practical Aesthetics (1949, Black, 7s.). Two good introductions for children 
are Felicity Gray’s The Children’s Picture Book of Ballet, part history, part 
appreciation (1955, Phoenix House, 7s.), and Hugh Fisher’s Ballet for Boys 
and Girls (1952, English Universities Press, 7s.6d.). Hugh Fisher has also 
written for children The Story of the Sadler’s Wells Ballet (1954, Black; new 
edition 1958, under new title The Story of the Royal Ballet, 7s.6d.). Mary 
Clarke’s Six Great Dancers (1957, Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d.) charmingly 
retells the lives of Taglioni, Pavlova, Nijinsky, Karsavina, Ulanova and 
Fonteyn; and Pigeon Crowle, in Enter the Ballerina (1955, Faber, 153.), 
describes the childhood, training and early careers of seven ballerinas 
from Karsavina to Beriosova. She describes ballets popular today in Tales 
from the Ballet (1953, Faber, 12s.6d.) and Come to the Ballet (1957, Faber, 15s.). 
There are many excellent technical works for student and teacher. The 
tradition again goes back to C. W. Beaumont, who, with Stanislas 
Idzikowsky, preserved and published Enrico Cecchetti’s teaching method in 
A Manual of the Theory and Practice of Classical Theatrical Dancing (Classical 
Ballet) (Cecchetti Method) (1922; latest revised edition 1955, Beaumont, 25s.). 
This he followed, with Margaret Craske, by The Theory and Practice of 
Allegro in Classical Ballet (Cecchetti Method) (1930; latest revised edition 1951, 
Beaumont, 12s.6d.). Latest is The Theory and Practice of Advanced Allegro 
(Cecchetti Method) by Margaret Craske and Derra de Moroda (1956, Beau- 
mont, 30s.). As publisher to the Imperial Society of Teachers of Dancing, 
incorporating the Cecchetti Society, Beaumont also issues their three Primers 
of Classical Ballet for Children (Cecchetti Method) (1933, 1935, 1941; latest 
revised editions 1957, 1956, 1958 respectively, Beaumont, 6s. each). 


The textbooks for the examinations of the Royal Academy of Dancing 
(15, Holland Park Gardens, London, W.14) are published by the authors, 
Ruth French (40, Smith Square, London, $.W.1) and Felix Demery (19, 
Biddenham Turn, Bedford), and are also available from the Academy: 
First Steps in Ballet (1934; latest revision 1957, 8s.6d.), Intermediate Steps in 
Ballet (1940; revised 1955, with inserted pamphlet of further revisions 1957, 
8s.6d.) and Advanced Steps in Ballet (1956, 7s.6d.). The Academy’s quarterly 
Gazette is available to non-members at an annual subscription of 10s.6d. 

The British Ballet Organization (39, Lonsdale Road, London, S.W.13) 
was founded by the late Edouard Espinosa when he seceded in 1930 from 
the Academy’s predecessor, the Association of Operatic Dancing of Great 
Britain. It publishes his manuals—Elementary, Intermediate, and Advanced 
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Syllabus and Technique of Operatic Dancing (9s.6d., 9s.6d., 14s.6d.)—for its 
own examinations. 

A major Russian textbook was made available here with Peggy van 
Praagh’s edition of Agrippina Vaganova’s Basic Principles of Classical Ballet 
(1948; second edition 1956, Black, 10s.6d.). Tamara Karsavina writes 
important articles for The Dancing Times; some have been collected and 
published as Ballet Technique (1956, Black, 10s.6d.). 

The method of the School of American Ballet is described by Muriel 
Stuart with very fine illustrations by Carlos Dyer in The Classic Ballet: Basic 
Technique and Terminology (1953, Longmans, 36s.). 

Illustrated books for the beginner—to use only at the discretion of a 
qualified teacher—are a new development. First came Beginners Please! A 
Concentrated Primer for Ballet Students of All Ages, a cheerful little volume on 
elementary exercises, dress and manners in class, by the designer Kay 
Ambrose and the dancer Celia Franca (1953, Black, 7s.). Thalia Mara’s 
careful notebooks for American child pupils have been reissued here by 
Constable: Ballet: Home Practice for Beginners (1955, 8s.6d.), Second Steps in 
Ballet: Basic Centre Exercises for Home Practice (1957) and Third Steps in 
Ballet: Basic Allegro Steps for Home Practice (1958). A small and important 
book is Celia Sparger’s Beginning Ballet (1952, Black, 6s.). Photographs of an 
accomplished dancer and a child pupil illustrate elementary difficulties. 

Celia Sparger, consulting physiotherapist to the Royal Ballet and the 
Royal Academy of Dancing, is the pioneer authority behind the present 
concern for a sound anatomical basis for the dance teacher’s work. Her 
indispensable publications are Anatomy and Ballet (1948; second edition 1956, 
Black, 16s.), a textbook of anatomy for ballet teachers, and Ballet Physique, 
with Notes on Stresses and Injuries (1958, Black, 12s.6d.), a classification of the 
physical types among ten-year-olds that seem especially well or ill adapted 
to a successful stage career. 

A Dictionary of Ballet Terms by Leo Kersley and Janet Sinclair with lively 
illustrations by Peter Revitt (1952, Black, 10s.6d.) enables the non-dancer 
to identify terms and steps, and is a supplement, not an alternative, to C. W. 
Beaumont’s A French-English Dictionary of Technical Terms used in Classical 
Ballet (1931; new revised edition 1939 reprinted 1956, Beaumont, 4s.6d.). 
This aims to teach the meaning and correct grammatical use of the technical 
French of the dance, and gives a bibliography of sources and the elementary 
tules of French grammar illustrated from the dance vocabulary. 

Textbooks have recently been published for other special subjects in the 
dancer’s curriculum. Pas de deux: The Art of Partnering, by one of its greatest 
exponents, Anton Dolin (1950, Black), analyses and coaches for some 
famous nineteenth-century examples. Partnering: The Fundamentals of Pas 
de deux, by Richard Ellis and Christine du Boulay (1955, Beaumont, 10s.6d.), 
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is a comprehensive textbook including useful exercises and practice en- 
chainements. Joan Lawson and Peter Revitt, in Dressing for the Ballet (1958, 
Black, 16s.), enable student and teacher to achieve style and accuracy in 
designing both classical and national (character) dresses, and provide patterns 
and advice for their proper construction. Practice costume, hair-dressing 
and shoe-care are included. Joan Lawson’s volume on Mime: The Theory 
and Practice of Expressive Gesture with a Description of its Historical Development 
(1957, Pitman, 40s.) is more ambitious and less successful, but it has a unique 
mime vocabulary and suggests several lines for further study. 


Folk dance is the ultimate source of classical ballet and within the classical 
framework national and character dance constantly keep alive the essential 
link. Here again, the results of research and the special knowledge of 
individuals are reaching print. The Royal Academy of Dancing and the 
Ling Physical Education Association sponsored, under the general editorship 
of Violet Alford, twenty-six gay small textbooks, Handbooks of European 
National Dances (Max Parrish, ss. each). They include England and Wales by 
Maud Karpeles and Lois Blake (No. 13, 1950), Scotland by Jean C. Milligan 
and D. C. MacLennan (No. 15, 1950) and Ireland by Peadar and Gerald 
O’Rafferty (No. 26, 1953). Each gives a brief general introduction, details 
of a few dances with their music, notes on costume, steps and style, and a 
list of current occasions to see authentic dancing. Lois Blake has also put on 
record ‘all I happen to know’ for a booklet, Welsh Folk Dance and Costume 
(1948; second edition, revised, 1954, Gwynn Publishing Co., Llangollen, 
North Wales, 2s.6d.). Margaret Dean-Smith has edited a facsimile of a most 
important source book, Playford’s English Dancing Master, 1651 (1957, Schott 
& Co., 42s.). This gives the tunes and figures of over 100 English country 
dances. She adds an account of John Playford and a bibliography of his 
famous book from 1651 to 1728, revised and shortened from that she 
published in the Journal of the English Folk Dance and Song Society in 1943-5. 
Douglas Kennedy’s England’s Dances: Folk-dancing Today and Yesterday (1949, 
Bell, 7s.6d.; reprint in hand) is a general account by the Director of the 
English Folk Dance and Song Society. H. A. Thurston’s companion 
Scotland’s Dances (1954, Bell, 11s.6d.) is more technical. The Scottish Official 
Board of Highland Dancing, formed from a meeting convened by the 
Scottish Dance Teachers’ Alliance in 1950, published their official textbook 
in 1955, Highland Dancing (Nelson, 21s.). 


In general education it is widely held that something is needed more apt 
to encourage the pupil in individual creation than the set forms of ballet or 
national and historical dance. Results are now being reported of experiments 
with the freer forms of theatrical dance associated with the name and theories 
of the late Rudolf Laban. His own short textbook is Modern Educational 
Dance (1948; reprinted 1958, Macdonald & Evans, 1os.). Jane Winearls in 
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Modern Dance: The Jooss-Leeder Method (1958, Black, 21s.) describes a 
scheme, developed from Laban’s work, for training for the stage, but she 
discusses its value in schools also. Joan Russell in Modern Dance in Education 
(1958, Macdonald & Evans, 11s.6d.) writes helpfully of her own experience 
and practice over the whole age-range, kindergarten to youth club. John 
Wiles and Alan Garrard in Leap to Life! An Experiment in Youth Drama (1957, 
Chatto & Windus, 15s.) lay the emphasis less on physical education than on 
the development of the child’s skill in emotional and dramatic expression 
and invention, with and without speech. For dance teachers and their 
pianists R. M. Thackray in Music and Physical Education (1958, Bell, 12s.) 
discusses the practical use of music for dancing over a wide field; among 
material gathered chiefly for the teacher of dance in education, teachers of 
classical ballet will find much adaptable for their special purposes. 


Much work again has lately gone into the problems of dance notation— 
needed both as a working tool for the dance arranger and learner, and as a 
means of permanent record, practical and legal—and results are beginning 
to appear in book form. Labanotation, the method developed from the 
movement theories which Rudolf Laban first published in 1926, is described 
by Ann Hutchinson in Labanotation: The System for Recording Movement 
(1954, Phoenix House, 25s.). It is comprehensive and difficult, the full basic 
textbook, by its president, of the New York Dance Notation Bureau, Inc. 
Rudolf Laban’s own Principles of Dance and Movement Notation (1954, 
Macdonald & Evans, 10s.) gives a brief introduction with a short ‘grammar’ 
and some ‘reading exercises’ on flyouts; in 1956, under the same title (17s.6d.), 
the same publishers reissued the introductory matter, followed by a new and 
fuller account of the system, laying less emphasis on dance and more on the 
method’s width of range, in—for example—remedial and industrial work. 

More recently Joan Benesh, the dancer, and her husband, Rudolf Benesh, 
the artist, evolved a visual system (written on the five-line musical stave) 
which is taught at the Royal Ballet School. Their short exposition of it is 
An Introduction to Benesh Dance Notation (1956, Black, 10s.6d.). 

It is now possible to study the system by which Nicholas Sergueeff brought 
to England and reconstructed for English companies the Petipa-Tchaikovsky 
classics, The Nutcracker, Swan Lake and The Sleeping Beauty; V. Stepanov’s 
Alphabet of Movements of the Human Body has been translated from the French 
edition (Paris, 1892) and well edited by Raymond Lister, marred only by the 
sketchy and ambiguous Russian references contributed to his bibliography 
(1958, Golden Head Press, Cambridge, 42s.). 


Lister's book is an example of the progress made in these ten years in assembl- 


| ing fundamental material for reference and study. The need now is to see not 


only further scholarly progress of this kind, but also its results reflected in the 
current work of choreographers and critics.

UNESCO: Purpose, Progress, Prospects. Walter H. C. Laves and Charles A. 
Thomson. Dennis Dobson, 63s. 1958. 23°5 cm. 496 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
For readers involved in Unesco’s work, or engaged in international cultural relations 
through other agencies, or interested in knowing how Unesco spends the contribu- 
tions it receives from member states, this is a full and important guide. The authors 
have been engaged in Unesco’s business from the beginning, in 1945, and they are 
thoroughly versed in all its activities and procedures. Almost everything one might 
want to know about Unesco, therefore, is here. Though a good deal of the material 
is purely of official interest, the chapters describing the problems upon which Unesco 
has been working—aid to refugees, fundamental education, social tensions, etc.—are 
recommended reading for all who take citizenship of the world seriously. (060) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


SELF-HELP. With Illustrations of Conduct and Perseverance. Samuel Smiles. 
Centenary Introduction by Asa Briggs. Centenary edition. Murray, 15s. 1958. 
20 cm. 386 pages. Index. 

Dr. Samuel Smiles’ book on the necessity for individual effort in achieving any 
reform, personal or national, material or moral, social or cultural, was first published 
in 1859. It soon became a best-seller, for it is never dull or didactic but puts neatly 
and attractively something of interest to ordinary people. Smiles’ varied career, 
moreover, and biographical studies provided diverse and apposite examples of all 
that ‘Self-help’ implies. Professor Aga Briggs contributes an excellent introduction 
to this centenary edition, placing Smiles in his historical setting, discussing his critics 
and eulogists and showing the relevance of his comments to the Welfare State.

PERCEPTION AND COMMUNICATION. D. E. Broadbent. Pergamon 
Press, $58. 1958. 22 cm. 344 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Although centred on the work of the Applied Psychology Unit at Cambridge, the 
book surveys a wide field of experiments concerned with attention, fatigue, dis- 
traction, and noise, in tasks demanding response to auditory or visual signals. The 
recent work originated in the study of wartime tasks such as watching radar screens, 
but it has revived interest in theoretical problems of attention, here phrased in terms 
derived from communication theory. Besides summarising very detailed studies, Mr. 
Broadbent formulates his own theoreticil descriptions of the findings and compares 
them with alternative interpretations. It is an important book for research workers 
and students. (152) 
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TEACH YOURSELF LOGIC. A. A. Luce. English Universities Press, 6s. 
1958. 18 cm. 224 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Teach Yourself Books) 
Dr. Luce’s introduction to logic will be useful to those who are sufficiently interested 
in correct reasoning to want to know something of the principles but are without 
training in the subject. Dr. Luce, however, restricts the _ of logic to formal, 
Aristotelean, logic based on the syllogism, and it is perhaps to be regretted that he has 
little or nothing to say on the questions which demand the attention of modern 
logicians. His chapter on scientific method takes no note of ideas later than J. S. Mill. 
Nevertheless, one must begin somewhere, and within its limits the book can be highly 
recommended. Questions and exercises are set, but no answers are provided. (160) 


G. E. MOORE. A Critical Exposition. Alan R. White. Blackwell (Oxford), 
25s. 1958. 22 cm. 234 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
By analysing the meaning of philosophical statements G. E. Moore established an 
approach to philosophy which has profoundly affected much current thinking. The 
Lecturer in Philosophy in Hull University now examines the corpus of Moore’s 
work in the fields of philosophical method, ethics and perception and shows in each 
case how, and with what success, Moore, using ordinary language as a criterion, 
defended commonsense certainties against metaphysical paradoxes. This attitude is 
of course shared by Berkeley and Reid and contemporary logical analysts. This book 
is essential for students both of philosophy and of the development of ideas in this 
century. (192)

RELIGIOUS EXPERIENCE and other Essays and Addresses. William 
Temple. Collected and Edited with an Introduction by Canon A. E. Baker. 
James Clarke, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 272 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

More than twelve years have passed since the death of William Temple, but his 

massive mind, acute insight, wide sympathies and complete humility have made an 

indelible impact on the Western world. In this volume Canon Baker has collected 

twenty-two characteristic essays and addresses by the late Archbishop covering a 

period of forty years. Here, preceded by the editor’s discerning introduction, we 

have discussions of Robert Browning, Symbolism, Christ and Peace, Christian Unity, 

the Resources and Influence of English Literature, Thomism. Every essay or address 

bears the marks of intellectual integrity, high competence and a warm humanity.

JOHN WESLEY AND THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. John M. 
Todd. Hodder & Stoughton, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 196 pages. Index. 
Mr. Todd is a Roman Catholic layman who has already published a book about the 
ecumenical movement. He has a two-fold aim in writing about Wesley: firstly to 
analyse the inspiration that lay behind the force of Wesley’s work, secondly to find 
out the extent to which this force is identical with the inner force of the Catholic 
faith and, more objectively, how his beliefs compare with traditional Catholic 
doctrine. ‘If we cannot as yet think alike in all things, at least we may love alike’, 
Wesley wrote to a Roman Catholic, and it is this aspect of the mind and character of 
a great man which provides the theme for this interesting book. (230) 


EARLY CHRISTIAN DOCTRINES. J. N. D. Kelly. Black, 30s. 1958. 
22 cm. 514 pages. References. Index. 
The last English manual on early Christian doctrine was written by the late Professor 
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Bethune-Baker half a century ago but unfortunately its many editions were largely 
reprints. During the past fifty years, important advances have been made in patristic 
thought, and the theological climate, as Dr. Kelly observes, is markedly different in 
many respects. The period covered in this historical survey extends from the close of 
the first century to the Council of Chalcedon, and the work is divided into four parts: 
Prolegomena, dealing with the background, the place of tradition and the Scriptures; 
Pre-Nicene theology; Nicaea to Chalcedon; and as an Epilogue—the Christian Hope. 
The author is a Patristic scholar of repute and this work will be immediately regarded 
as an indispensable guide. (230-09) 


HEAVEN IN THE CHRISTIAN TRADITION. Ulrich Simon. 
Rockliff, 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 328 pages. Frontispiece. References. Indexes. 

The purpose of this volume, which meets a real need, is to expound the biblical view 

of heaven. First, Dr. Simon examines some conceptions of heaven outside the Bible 

and then proceeds to a detailed and scholarly discussion of the Christian position in 

so far as it is derived from the Bible, with special reference to the God of heaven, to 

heaven’s society, enemy, victory. There is a valuable chapter on heaven in Christian 


worship. The author shows discrimination in his use of the Apocalyptic literature and 
the Dead Sea Scrolls. (23774) 


MARRIAGE WAS MADE FOR MAN. A Study of the Problem of 
Marriage and Divorce in relation to the Church of England. A. P. Shepherd. 
Methuen, 8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 112 pages. 

In this outspoken and provocative book, Dr. Shepherd, Canon of Worcester, vigor- 

ously opposes, on legal and biblical grounds, recent resolutions (1957) of the 

Convocation of Canterbury on the question of the re-marriage in Church of a 

divorced person. While it cannot be said that interpretation of the teaching of Jesus 

is convincing, there will be a wide response to what he has to say about the importance 
of consultation with the Church by the parties concerned before resorting to the 

Divorce Court, and the need for pastoral counselling so that the Christian ideal of 

marriage may be understood and maintained. (261-8) 


THE GNOSTIC PROBLEM. A Study of the Relations between Hellenistic 
Judaism and the Gnostic Heresy. R. McL. Wilson. Mowbray, 35s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 
286 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This well-documented and erudite work deals primarily with the relation between the 

Gnosticism of the second century and the thought of the Judaism of the Diaspora— 

the name given to Jewish communities scattered outside Palestine—with special refer- 

ence to the works of Philo. Following an account of the Judaism of the Dispersion and 

Alexandrian Judaism and Philo, the author surveys Gnosticism and Christianity in 

New Testament times, with some reference to the Dead Sea Scrolls, the earlier 

Gnostic sects, later Gnosticism and the Christian philosophers, two original Gnostic 

documents—Apocryphon Johannis and Evangelium Veritatis, and, in a chapter of 

crucial importance, ‘the differing conceptions of Judaism and Gnosticism about God, 
the creation of the world, anthropology, salvation and redemption. An important 

contribution to a particularly difficult field of study which is too often neglected. (270) 


WORLDS APART. A Tour of European Monasteries. Tudor Edwards. 
Longmans, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 246 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 

An original and extremely informative book, far removed from the hurry and the 

banalities of European travel. Beginning with a simple history of Western monasticism, 
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Mr. Edwards then recounts his brief visits to many of the most important foundations, 
both ancient and moder, in southern England, France, Spain, Italy, Germany, Austria 
and Switzerland. His distaste for the materialism of modern life makes him naturally 
sympathetic to his hosts. He describes the work of the monks and the routine of the 
different orders in detail. He is also a connoisseur of buildings and his book contains 
excellent descriptions of the architecture of Toledo, Munich and other cities which 
particularly impressed him. (271)

S.P.C.K. and Seabury Press, 
7s.6d. 198. 20°5 cm. 248 pages. References. Paper covers. 

LAMBETH SPEAKS. Dewi Morgan. Mowbray, ss. 1958. 18°5 cm. 144 pages. 
Index. Paper covers. 

NOT ANGELS BUT ANGLICANS. D. L. Edwards. S.C.M. Press, 
8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 128 pages. References. 

The Lambeth Conference Report bears the marks of deep reflection upon the relation 

of the Christian message to the complex problems of our time. Special interest attaches 

to the report of the committees dealing with Church unity, racial, political and inter- 
national conflicts, and the family in contemporary society. The findings of the Con- 
ference should command the interest of all communions and of those without the 

Church who wish to learn something of the approach of ecclesiastical leaders to current 

problems. The Rev. Dewi Morgan rightly observes that although the Lambeth 

Conference has no authority beyond the moral and spiritual status of its members, it 

offers to all Church members material for prayer, thought and action. In this small 

book the findings of the Conference are expounded in a popular fashion and considera- 
tion is given to the ways in which the world-wide Anglican Communion is secking 

to fulfil its function in the contemporary world. The volume by the Rev. D. L. 

Edwards—a fellow of All Souls, Oxford—was completed not long before ‘Lambeth’ 

and the book is of peculiar interest in reflecting the attitude of a member of the younger 

generation to some of the issues raised at Lambeth as well as to others affecting the 

Church of England which were not discussed at the Conference. This lively and 

stimulating survey embraces a consideration of Episcopacy, Church and State, Parish 

and People, Worship and Re-union. (283) (283) (283-42) 


BISHOP AND PRESBYTERY. The Church of Scotland 1661-1688. 
Walter Roland Foster. $.P.C.K. for the Church Historical Society, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 
192 pages. References. Bibliography. Index. 

In view of movements directed towards unity between the Church of England and 

the Church of Scotland, this erudite volume which covers the period known as the 

Second Episcopacy is of peculiar interest. A well-documented account is given of the 

bishops and the Kirk, the Courts, the parish clergy and parish life together with an 

assessment of relations with the Church of England. The author reminds us at the close 
that the Church of Scotland was a Church of “Bishop and Presbytery’ where, for 
almost a generation, Calvinist discipline and episcopal order were acceptable to the 

‘generality of the people’. (283-41) 


THE GODS OF THE GREEKS. C. Kerényi. Translated from the German 
by Norman Cameron. Reprint. Penguin Books, 4s. 1958. 18 cm. 288 pages. Illustra- 
tions. Sources. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books). 

Professor Kerényi believes that myth is the foundation of life, its characteristics being 

a reproduction of the unconscious. To be effectively communicated mythology must 














be translated back into its original medium; that is, it must take the form of a direct 
narration to an audience. To achieve this effect he employs an imaginary Greek narra- 
tor who recounts to us the mythology of his ancestors. Since the narrator can also 
draw upon the scholarship and high imaginative gifts of Professor Kerényi, the reader 
is led with a sure hand through the labyrinth of Greek myths and made aware at the 
same time of contradictory versions, relative chronology, the matriarchal and patri- 
archal strains in the Greek inheritance, and other scholarly matters. (292) 


MYTH, RITUAL, AND KINGSHIP. Essays on the Theory and Practice 
of Kingship in the Ancient Near East and in Israel. Edited by S. H. Hooke. Oxford 
University Press, 35s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 320 pages. Indexes. 

A sequel to the influential Myth and Ritual (1933) edited also by Dr. Hooke, sometime 

Professor of Old Testament Studies in the University of London, this new symposium 

by a distinguished team of British and Continental scholars is based on a series of 

lectures given in Manchester in 1955-56. Essays on kingship in the early Semitic king- 
doms, among the Egyptians and Hittites and at Ras Shamra are followed by discussions 
of myth, ritual and kingship among the Hebrews. An introductory chapter by the 
editor reviews the problem since 1933 and a critical appraisal of the present position 
closes a well-conceived and well-produced book of great interest and importance. All 
students of religion will welcome it warmly. (299)

TO PLOW WITH HOPE. Donald K. Faris. Gollancz, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 

224 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

As a member of the United Nations Technical Assistance Administration Mr. Faris 
has become all too familiar with the conditions of famine and squalor in which millions 
of people in the underdeveloped countries of Asia and elsewhere pass their lives, of 
which he gives an eye-opening account for the general reader. A brighter picture 
emerges from his summary of the relief, educational and development work under- 
taken on their behalf by the United Nations, the Food and Agriculture Organization, 
the World Health Organization and other international bodies. Altogether he pro- 
vides an arresting study of an urgent social problem and of its partial solution. (309-2) 


Political Science 
THE TWILIGHT OF MONARCHY. L. G. Pine. Burke, 18s. 1958. 
21°§ cm. 214 pages. Bibliography. 

The editor of Burke’s Peerage here considers the fate of monarchy as an institution in 
the modern world. He surveys the present state of twenty-three surviving reigning 
royal families, including ten in Europe, eleven in Asia, and two in Africa. While well 
aware of today’s tendencies, be is not convinced that democracy necessarily means the 
end of monarchy. So he suggests in his title that the present phase in its history is not 
necessarily one of decay—that would be better indicated by the word ‘sunset’: it is 
rather one of twilight suggesting a new dawn. (321) 


COMMUNISM AND SOCIAL DEMOCRACY, 1914-1931. G. D. H. 


Cole. 2 vols. Macmillan, 70s. 1958. 948 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. (A History of 
Socialist Thought. Vol. IV. Parts I and Il). 


Continuing this important undertaking, Professor Cole now carries his history of 
socialist thought to the period of the great depression of the 1930’s. It is a tremendous 
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task: these two volumes alone cover such epoch-making events as the First World 
War, the Russian Revolution of 1917, the German and other revolutions of 1918- 
1919, the establishment of the rival Communist and Labour and Socialist Inter- 
nationals, and, in Great Britain, the General Strike of 1926 and the collapse of the 
Second Labour Government, all of which had an impact on social theory. The final 
volume will be awaited with keen interest. (321-83) 


CONVICTION. Edited by Norman Mackenzie. MacGibbon & Kee, 18s. 1958. 
22 cm. 238 pages. 
An apparent lack of interest in socialist principles among the British rising generation, 
combined with a growing discontent among avowed socialists, has inspired Mr. 
Mackenzie to produce this symposium in which the twelve contributors state, from 
their own experiences, what they dislike about present conditions and what they think 
should be done to improve them. Together, their essays may well have a formative 
influence on future socialist policy; they will interest thoughtful people of all political 
persuasions. The authors are experienced writers, all under forty and with a university 
education. Mr. Mackenzie himself is on the editorial staff of the New Statesman.

THE THEORY OF COMMITTEES AND ELECTIONS. Duncan 

Black. Cambridge University Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
Although the mathematical theory of committees and elections dates from the 18th 
century it has not hitherto been treated so fully as in this book by the Professor of 
Economics in the University College of North Wales, in which he reasons, in fairly 
elementary mathematical terms, how far the individual choices made by voters in 
committee meetings and elections are reflected in the final results, according to the 
voting procedure adopted. In part II he traces the historical development of the theory, 
and gives, with explanatory notes, the text of three important pamphlets on the sub- 
ject by C. L. Dodgson (the famous ‘Lewis Carroll’). (324) 


THE BIRTH OF A PLURAL SOCIETY. The Development of Northern 
Rhodesia under the British South Africa Company, 1894-1914. L. H. Gann. 
Manchester University Press on behalf of the Rhodes-Livingstone Institute, Northern 
Rhodesia, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 252 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This brief history, by a former research officer of the Rhodes-Livingstone Institute, is 

concerned chiefly with the settlement of Northern Rhodesia by missionaries, admini- 

strators, and other Europeans (notably miners, farmers, and traders). It shows how 
problems of ‘race relations’ developed and grew more intense with ever-increasing 

European penetration, and the chapter on government illustrates admirably how the 

administrator's task became correspondingly more complex and difficult. Based largely 

on unpublished sources, it also contains much new material, well handled, about the 
reactions of the native peoples to the innovations forced upon them. But the footnote 
references are sometimes overdone, and the very long ‘select bibliography’, though 

welcome, is not only padded but omits a few standard works on the area. (325-342) 


RHODESIA AND EAST AFRICA. Edited by F. S. Joelson. ‘East Africa 
and Rhodesia’, 25s. 1958. 25*5 cm. 456 pages. Illustrations. 

A compilation of articles by fifty authors, many with long and intimate knowledge 

of the area, on the British territories in East and Central Africa. Each territory is repre- 

sented by a general article, usually by an administrator of it; there are chapters on the 


various products, on companies developing the economy of the area, and surveys of 
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political and social development. Other topics touched on are education, the church, 
national parks, and transport. The numerous illustrations augment a most useful 
survey. It is unfortunate that there are only two contributions by Africans and the 
balance of the book would have benefited had the editor been able to carry out his 


intention of obtaining contributions from Africans and Asians living in East and 
Central Africa. (325-342) 


SPANISH COLONIAL ADMINISTRATION, 1782-1810. The 
Intendent System in the Viceroyalty of the Rio de la Plata. John Lynch. University 
of London: Athlone Press, 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 348 pages. Maps. References. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (University of London Historical Studies, V) 

In this work Dr. Lynch, a specialist in Spanish Colonial history, analyses the working 

of the Spanish administration in South America as reorganised by Charles III and of 

the reforms which, ironically, later helped to bring about the collapse of the Empire. 

This is a fine piece of original research, not only because it is based on unpublished 

material from the Archive of the Indies, but also because it describes in detail the 

working of the new administration, whereas previous studies tend to concentrate on 
the theory rather than the practice. Much unexpected light is thrown on a little known 
aspect of history, and no student of 18th century Hispanic America will be able to 

ignore this learned but very readable study. (325-346) 


THE USE OF FORCE IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 
A. Appadorai. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs.5.75. 1958. 124 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 19 cm. (International Studies Series, Occasional Papers, No. 1) 

In September 1957 Dr. Appadorai gave the Tara Prasad Khaitan lectures at the 

University of Calcutta and we now have them in published form. He makes a careful 

analysis of the use of force for the settlement of international disputes and considers 

the alternatives: peaceful change, co-existence and collective security. This is a thought- 
ful and lucid piece of work based on reliable sources and is of especial interest coming 
from the Director and Professor of International Relations at the Indian School of 

International Studies, New Delhi. (327) 


THE YEAR BOOK OF WORLD AFFAIRS, 1958. Stevens & Sons 
for the London Institute of World Affairs, 42s. 1958. 25 cm. 498 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The articles in the present edition of this year book include: The Scientific Study of 

International Relations by Harold D. Lasswell; Stresses within the Arab World, by 

Sir John Troutbeck; Pakistan in World Affairs, by Lord Birdwood; India Before and 

After Reorganisation, by C. H. Alexandrowicz; Fundamentals of Canadian Foreign 

Policy, by R. St. John Macdonald; Technical Assistance and Idealism, by A. G. 

Dickson; Claims to the Antarctic, by H. E. Archdale. The second half of the volume, 

‘Reports on World Affairs’, surveys in considerable detail the year’s output of books 

and pamphlets on international affairs. (327-058) 


DISENGAGEMENT IN EUROPE. Michael Howard. Penguin Books, 
2s. 6d. 1958. 18 cm. 92 pages. Maps. References. Paper covers. (Penguin Special) 
The aim of this short book is to enable the general reader to understand the military 
and political aspects of a military withdrawal in Central and Eastern Europe and the 
setting up of a neutral and demilitarised zone. It has been written by the Lecturer in 
War Studies at King’s College, London, but is the result of a study group which met 
during 1957 under the charimanship of the Rt. Hon. F. J. Bellenger, M.v., former 
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Secretary of State for War. The various proposals are carefully considered, but the 
conclusion is reached that a better hope for peace lies in a willingness to rely on time 
and goodwill together with general measures for disarmament. (327-09) 


THE ANTI-CORN LAW LEAGUE. 1838-1846 Norman McCord. 
Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1958. 225 cm. 226 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This is a straightforward account of the origins, organisation, and policies of the most 
famous of all Leagues in British history, based almost wholly on hitherto unused or 
unknown material, and from it emerges incontrovertibly a picture very different from 
those given either by admiring Liberals or outraged Marxists. Cobden, Bright and 
their colleagues were not disinterested crusaders, nor were their motives wholly selfish; 
they were tough, clever, inventive politicians and propagandists, sometimes shockingly 
unscrupulous but with genuine idealism so ofter mixed up with their all-in politics 
that they present quite a psychological problem. Dr. McCord leaves this and other 
related problems uninvestigated, but his very clear and attractive book makes a minor 
revolution in 19th century history all the same. (329°942) 


THE BRITISH COMMUNIST PARTY. A Historical Profile. Henry 
Pelling. Black, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 212 pages. Illustrations. References. Index. 
Continuing his researches on working class politics, from which he has already 
produced his book The Origins of the Labour Party, Mr. Pelling investigates the mystery 
of how, so he says, “a band of British citizens could sacrifice themselves so completely 
over a period of almost forty years to the service of a dictatorship in another country, 
and could find it so difficult to adjust themselves to the revelation of the dictator’s 
all too human imperfections’. After tracing earlier communistic tendencies he des- 
cribes in detail the aims and varying fortunes of the party from 1921 to the present

A Political and Social History of the Party 
in New South Wales. Ulrich Ruegg Ellis. F. W. Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia), 
32s.6d.

As the first serious study of the Australian Country Party, this work fills what has 

been a noticeable gap in the literature of Australian politics. While it deals specifically 

with the Country Party in New South Wales it does so within a national framework. 

It is the story of a minority group which has preserved its identity for over forty years 

and maintained its primary purpose of furthering the interests of country industries 

and people. This well documented work will be read with interest by those who wish 

to be well informed on the development of Australian political life. The author, a 

close associate of Sir Earle Page, has been connected in an official capacity with the 

Country Party for many years.

Lecturer in Economic Geography. It is a comprehensive, well produced volume 
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beginning with a historical and geographical survey and then describing in detail the 
utilisation of the land by the wool, wheat, dairying, meat, sugar, fruit and other 
agricultural industries. The concluding chapters discuss the effects of the Second 
World War and general world economic trends on Australian farming industries

The relative advantages and disadvantages of an economic union of western Europe 

have been warmly argued on both political and economic grounds. In this book, 

addressed to the economist, the Professor of Economics in the University of 

California gives a technical, unbiased analysis of the probable results of such integra- 

tion. He maintains that the common market would in many ways promote inter- 

national trade but that not every member country would gain directly; the main 
advantage would be an increase in competition, giving rise to beneficial activities 
which he discusses at length.

Dr. Alan Barnard in a scholarly work has traced the development of the Australian 

wool industry from 1840 to 1900. The causes leading to the establishment of local 

wool sales and their effect on the industry as a whole are examined in detail. The 

book is more than a contribution to the history of Australian wool in that it is a 

commentary on the underlying importance of economic factors which have influenced 

the course of Australian history. While there is much in Dr. Barnard’s book of 
particular concern to the specialist historian, it will also appeal to the reader interested 
in Australian society of the roth century. It is well illustrated with reproductions of

EFFECTS OF MERGERS. Six Studies. P. Lesley Cook with the 
collaboration of Ruth Cohen. Allen & Unwin, 42s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 458 pages.

In view of the present widespread interest in monopolies, and general distrust of any 

concentration of industry which might result in restrictive practices, these objective 

studies of the long and short term effects of industrial combination provide a much 
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needed background of information. Miss Cook and Miss Cohen, both of Cambridge 
University, describe between them the price situation and other conditions in the 
British cement, calico printing, soap and flat-glass industries over long periods, 
before and after merger. Mr. G. Maxcy and Mr. J. E. Vaizey contribute similar 
studies of the motor and brewing industries, respectively, of which they have expert 
knowledge.

For this thesis, useful to administrators and to students of colonial administration, 
Dr. Niculescu, of the University College of Ghana, has studied and generalised from 
the economic situation and development plans of over seventy British, French, 
Belgian and Dutch colonial territories. He shows the various obstacles to colonial 
economic development, traces the gradual acceptance of the idea of planning and 
describes the planning mechanisms and policies adopted by the four European 
governments concerned and by the territorial governments themselves. In conclusion 
he considers some of the criticisms which have been made of the content or form of 
existing plans.

As a consequence of the Second World War, many changes have occurred in the 
political, economic and scientific background of contemporary international law. 
In this important work, the author explores the impact of these changes on the 
assumption that contemporary international law can no longer be reasonably presented 
within the framework of the classical exposition of international law as the law 
governing the relations between States, but must be regarded as the common law of 
mankind in an early stage of development. He examines this approach by discussing 
the scope of international law, its universality, the impact on it of international 
organisations, world organisation and European integration, international law and 
colonial policy, employment policy and atoms for peace in international law, an 
international régime for Antarctica, and activities in space. (341)

THE CABINET IN THE COMMONWEALTH. Post-War Develop- 
ments in Africa, the West Indies and South-East Asia. H. V. Wiseman. Stevens &

One of the major steps in the progress of a British Colonial Territory to self-govern- 
ment is the evolution of the local Executive Council into a responsible Cabinet. The 
Lecturer in Government in the University of Leeds discusses in detail in this book 
how this development has been brought about since the war, particularly in Ghana, 
Nigeria, Malaya, Singapore, East and Central Africa and the West Indies, and 
explains in each case the constitutional issues involved. Dr. Wiseman has based his 
study, the first of its kind, on documentary material and on information provided 
by many individual politicians and government officials. (354°42) 


THE WORK OF THE QUEEN. Dermot Morrah. Kimber, 21s. 1958.

The author adopts the admirable plan of using recent events as concrete examples of 

the many functions that constitute the Queen’s work. This illustrates his central 
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theme that such work shows Representative Monarchy an essential factor in State, 
Government and many departments of British life. There are clear explanations of 
constitutional theories, interesting information about royal residences and the cost 
of Royalty, and an excellent discussion of the function of the Queen in the Common- 
wealth. This book will clarify many points for British readers, but it will undoubtedly 
supply most readers overseas with long awaited answers to many puzzling questions.

In this objective survey he traces with great 
clarity the development of parliamentary institutions and parliamentary democracy 
in India and indicates the lines along which the machinery of government which had 
been inherited from the British is being adjusted to the social policies of a welfare 
state. In the section on financial administration, the author goes into some detail and. 
deals with the accountability of the Executive to Parliament and Audit Control. 
This lucid analysis from the pen of an expert will be invaluable to students of public 
administration.

C. F. S.: Birthplace of Air Power. John W. R. Taylor. Putnam, 21s. 1958.

A qualification from the Central Flying School of the Royal Air Force has long been 
a hall-mark of flying ability. This book tells the full story of the School since its 
foundation in 1912 as the first to train military pilots. Orthodox methods remained 
until 1916 when British pilots were suffering from the superiority of German aircraft 
manoeuvrability and, through the initiative and drive of one of them, Smith-Barry, 
the system was drastically revised. Year by year the C.F.S. has added to its reputation 
and pilots from forty-six overseas air forces have gained its distinction. It is an excellent 
non-technical story of early and modern military flying with many amusing 
anecdotes.

THE ENTERPRISE OF ENGLAND. An Account of her Emergence as 
an Oceanic Power.

He is concerned with more 
than the naval engagement: his account explains why Englishmen became involved 
in the struggles on the Spanish Main, and what the consequences were. As an 
experienced seaman the author writes with enthusiasm as well as knowledge about 
the ships of the period and their equipment, of maritime organisation, and of life at 
sea.

EDUCATION IN GREAT BRITAIN. W. O. Lester Smith. 3rd edition.

This very useful handbook was first published in 1949. The present edition contains 
a chapter on “Current Affairs’ which is a valuable summary of educational develop- 
ments in Britain since 1945, and it makes the work a completely up-to-date (though 
still conveniently short) guide to education in England and Wales, and Scotland as 
well. The writer, formerly Director of Education for Manchester, during a life-time 
of educational administration has read widely on the principles of his subject, and his 
book can be warmly recommended as a reliable survey of the field. The four pages of 
annotated bibliography offer valuable suggestions for further reading on British 
education.

THE MUSE UNCHAINED. An Intimate Account of the Revolution in 
English Studies at Cambridge. E. M. W. Tillyard. Bowes & Bowes, 16s. 1958.

Eighty years ago a board was set up to supervise the study of modern and medieval 

languages at Cambridge, and the English Tripos has existed for just over half that 

time. Dr. Tillyard, who joined the Faculty shortly after the First World War, is 
admirably qualified to review the growth of English studies at Cambridge. He gives 
an avowedly personal account of the early stages in terms of university politics and 
of individual professors and lecturers involved. It is a pity, however, that his survey 
virtually stops at the early 1930's, and readers familiar with Scrutiny may be dis- 
appointed to find so little mention of Dr. Leavis’s work. (378)

The Education Act, 1944, is one of the most important measures of educational

parts of the volume dealing with the Act’s provisions regarding central administration, 
the statutory system of education, independent schools and general provisions and 
supplemental provisions are brought up to date as well as the appendixes which 
contain extracts from regulations and some important circulars and references to 
other official literature.

FACTOR ENDOWMENTS AND INTERNATIONAL TRADE. 
A Statement and Appraisal of the Heckscher-Ohlin Theory. Subimal Mookerjee.

The pure theory of trade associated with the names of Heckscher and Ohlin, as 

distinct from the classical comparative cost approach, has in recent years been 
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reconsidered and partially adopted by Leontief and other economists. This mono- 
graph, by the head of the International Economics Department at the Indian School 
of International Studies, gathers the threads of their various contributions to the 
subject, which are mainly in periodical literature, and conveniently restates the theory 
as modified by them. Dr. Mookerjee served for five years on the staff of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund after his post-graduate training in economics at the 
University of Calcutta and Harvard University. (382)

THE CALL OF HIGH CANVAS. A. A. Hurst. Cassell, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 
284 pages. Illustrations. 

Many entertaining and instructive books have been written about the romance of 
sail and this new addition approaches the subject from another angle. It covers the 
men who, by breed or love of adventure and hardship, answered the irresistible call 
to man the deep-water ships sailing the oceans in recent times. After a brief historical 
review, the author—who writes from long practical experience—tells the intimate 
story of their work, their small leisure ashore and afloat, living conditions, and pay 
and promotion. It is packed with many dramatic and amusing incidents drawn from 
some of the famous full-riggers, and the author’s power of description should place 
the book among the classics of the sea. (387-22) 


ROAD TRANSPORT IN NIGERIA. A Study of African Enterprise. 
E. K. Hawkins. Oxford University Press, 15s. 1958. 21 cm. 110 pages. Map. Index.

Mr. Hawkins, a Research Fellow in Nuffield College, Oxford, obtained the material 

for this book at first hand in Nigeria as a member of the West African Institute of 

Social and Economic Research. It is a reliable statistical account of the country’s 

commercial road traffic, including the ownership and size of firms in the transport 

industry, costs and depreciation, rates and charges, and the trade union situation. 

The study is of particular interest in that it describes an undertaking owned and 

operated by Africans, and, unlike other such undertakings, dependent on the large- 

scale provision of capital equipment by the Africans themselves. (388-09669)

Why do buses come in a queue, three or four together, and then cease for the next 
half-hour?

If so, why doesn’t he stop: These universal questions are answered in full by the 
author who is himself a bus driver and has been a conductor. Busman’s View gives a 
factual account of the duties of drivers and conductors and contains some illuminating 
pen portraits of passengers. It is direct and sincere in style, and pleasantly informative.

THE PRINCIPLES OF SEMANTICS. A Linguistic Approach to Meaning.

This second edition has an additional chapter, a greatly expanded bibliography and a 

recast index. The supplementary chapter gives a concise and authoritative review of 
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recent developments in semantics. Professor Ullmann writes frankly of the crippling 
effect of the formalistic bias of many modern linguists upon linguistics as a whole, 
and deplores the modern preoccupation with phonology and morphology at the 
expense of syntax and semantics. He makes the case very well for the broader and, as 
he rightly claims, more scientific approach. His book, a difficult one for the general 
reader, must be read by any serious student of linguistics and should be in any library 
with a linguistics section. (412) 


THE DECIPHERMENT OF LINEAR B. John Chadwick. Cambridge 
University Press, 18s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. 
Index. 

The large public that has been fascinated by the little it has learnt of Michael Ventris’s 

decipherment of the Mycenaean Linear B script, followed by his untimely death in 

the midst of his continuing labours, will be deeply indebted to Mr. Chadwick, a 

Classical Lecturer at Cambridge and Ventris’s collaborator in the later stages of his 

work, for an authoritative report that anyone may read and understand. Previous 

attempts at decipherment are briefly described, and the controversies that have arisen 
since the Ventris decipherment are reviewed with urbanity, but with conviction. 

The account of Ventris himself, his methods and achievements, his attitude and 

personality, and his relations with Mr. Chadwick and other workers in his field, is of 

absorbing interest. The book is painstakingly illustrated and indexed, and much 
ingenuity has been exercised to render it fully informative for readers unacquainted 

with Greek. (417) 


SECOND BOOK OF ENGLISH IDIOMS with Explanations. 
V. H. Collins. Longmans, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 266 pages. Index. 
A sequel to the author’s well-received A Book of English Idioms. The thousand current 
idioms in the present volume include colloquialisms, slang, French and Latin phrases, 
and quotations that have become current speech. Interesting and direct notes are 
given on the origin and meaning of each idiom. A complete list of the idioms is 
given as well as an easily workable index. Mr. Collins’ introduction shows that he is 
an unpedantic open-minded teacher whose book will be valuable to English readers 
and to advanced foreign students of the language. (423-1) 


WORDS IN OUR TIME. Ivor Brown. Cape, to0s.6d. 1958. 19-5 cm. 
128 pages. 
In his new book on current usages Ivor Brown examines the origins and history of 
some of the words—like ‘automation’—popular today with scientists; such fashion- 
able pseudo-psychological jargon as ‘maladjusted’ and ‘outsider’; the journalese of 
press interviewers, and the wooing words of advertisers. Many of the words —like 
the hybrid Greek-Latin ‘subtopia’ and the much-abused ‘sophisticated’—are of 
classical origin, while others have come from the United States (“grape-vine’ originated 
as far back as the Civil War). The author is at the top of his inimitable form here, 
ridiculing his victims with a suave and delectable wit. (428-3)

SCIENCE IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF AFRICA. A Review ot 
the Contribution of Physical and Biological Knowledge South of the Sahara. 
E. B. Worthington. Commission for Technical Co-operation in Africa South of the 
Sahara, 30s. 1958. 25 cm. 446 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

This should be an essential volume in every educated African’s library, and is a 
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‘must’ for anyone intending to settle in that continent. It is well written, and not too 
technical for the layman, while containing a mass of interesting information useful 
to farmers or scientific workers. Perhaps the chapter on “Human subjects’ could have 
been more fully developed. Dr. Worthington has spent most of his life in Africa, 
since taking his degree in Zoology in 1905, and he really knows and understands his 
subject.

THE ASTRONOMER’S UNIVERSE. Bart J. Bok. Melbourne University

The author, who is Professor of Astronomy in the Australian National University, 

Canberra, here outlines in clear non-technical language many of the recent advances 

in astronomy. The first three chapters deal in a factual way with questions raised by 

the study of the solar system and the Milky Way. The final chapter discusses 
theoretically the size of the universe, stellar birth and evolution together with other 
intriguing aspects of astronomy. The book gives the layman an interesting and 

instructive insight into the universe as revealed by modern astronomy. (523)

A TEXTBOOK OF FLUID MECHANICS FOR ENGINEERING 
STUDENTS. J. R. D. Francis. With a Chapter on Gas Flow contributed 
by G. Jackson. Edward Arnold, 24s. 1958. 22 cm. 340 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The author is Lecturer in Civil Engineering Hydraulics at the Imperial College of 

Science and Technology, London, and a research worker in fluid mechanics. The 

book is a new textbook for first and second year undergraduate engineers. Starting 

from first principles, it deals mainly with steady flow conditions, but the final chapter 

considers some aspects of non-steady flow. One chapter on gas flow is also included. 

The treatment is full, clear and logical, and the mathematical arguments have not 

been over-condensed. Advanced mathematics are avoided. (532) 


PHYSICS AND MATHEMATICS. Vol. 2. Edited by D. J. Hughes, 
J. E. Sanders and J. Horowitz. Pergamon Press, 90s. 1958. 23°5 cm. 382 pages. 
Diagrams. Bibliographies. Index. (Progress in Nuclear Energy, Series 1) 

This volume contains eight chapters each giving an authoritative survey of its field. 

The first two deal with fast, thermal and with resonance neutron cross sections of the 

heavy nuclei, supplementing a chapter in the earlier volume. The third concerns the 

information available about neutron energy spectra. A more experimental account 
of neutron source standardisation technique follows, and there is a chapter on neutron 
diffusion measurements using pulsed neutron sources. The last three chapters deal 
with application of fast electronic computers to study resonance escape probabilities 
in thermal reactors, reactor calculations, and the use of Monte Carlo methods in the 
study of neutron transport. The book should interest physicists, engineers and 
mathematicians concerned with reactor design. (539°704) 


RADIOACTIVITY MEASURING INSTRUMENTS. A Guide to 
Their Construction and Use. M. C. Nokes. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 
76 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This little book gives detailed instructions for the construction of the simpler 

electronic equipment used in the measurement of radioactivity, and also for its use. 
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The description is very simple, the skill and knowledge required are moderate. 
Prices and manufacturers of equipment are quoted. The book should appeal to all 
those wanting to construct their own equipment, especially science masters and 
students. Items covered include Geiger-Muller counters, trigger devices, power 
supplies, rate meters, scalers. Special attention is given to the halogen-filled G.M. 
tube, and the use of transistors. (539°77)

(first published in 1955), describing lucidly what is known or surmised of events 

from the origin of the earth to the first appearance of man. His account of the 

formation of the continents and of their major surface features makes the essential 

points clearly; but readers may find of most interest his account of the gradual 

development of life, beginning with the marine plants and crustacea of the pre- 

Cambrian rocks which preceded the first land plants by an immense span of time. (550)

The names of those contributing to this volume constitute a galaxy of talent in the 

firmament of geophysics. Their contributions have been assembled to pay honour 

to the brightest star of all, Beno Gutenberg, and the intention of the four distinguished 
editors was to choose subjects which together present a representative picture of the 
status (but not the scope) of geophysical research today. The topics selected are 
largely seismological but studies in gravity and geomagnetism are also included. 
This work is strongly recommended to all students and practitioners of geophysics 
who will find in it much of absorbing interest and a wealth of valuable references.

SOILS FOR THE ARCHAEOLOGIST. IL W. Cornwall. Phoenix 
House, 50s. 1958. 25 cm. 230 pages. Diagrams. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This book, a companion volume to Bones for the Archaeologist, is an excellent produc- 

tion, scholarly and authoritative without being dull or dogmatic, concise and lucid 

with a very readable style, and illustrated with the clearest of diagrams. Dr. Cornwall, 

Lecturer in Environmental Archaeology in the University of London, has set out 

logically a mass of information from many sources, including the work of the eminent 
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pedologist Kubiena. There are excellent chapters on technique, a comprehensive 
bibliography and a very good index. (553-6)

THE SCULPTURE OF AFRICA. Photographs by Eliot Elisofon. 
Text by William Fagg. Thames & Hudson, 70s. 1958. 36-5 cm. 256 pages. Map. 

The native sculpture of $.W. and Central Africa is displayed here in a magnificent 
series of over 400 photographs (with authoritative introductory essays) taken by 
Mr. Elisofon, who is Research Fellow in Primitive Art in Harvard University, 
U.S.A. The majority of objects reproduced are carved figures, heads, and masks, 
usually made in wood, occasionally in metal (e.g., the Benin bronzes), with hair, 
straw, fur, feather and shell additions. Arrangement is topographical under fifty-seven 
individual tribes. In compiling this work the aim has been to achieve ‘a synthesis of 
anthropology and aesthetics’; the aesthetic slant will attract readers interested in the 
influence of primitive art on modern European painting and the many parallels which 
exist between the ‘seeing eye’ in different periods and cultures. But ethnologists, 
students of primitive religion and fetish, sculptors, and art-lovers generally, will also 
find a perusal of this large, handsome book a memorable experience. (572-96) 


Biology Biochemistry 
SYMPOSIUM ON PROTEIN STRUCTURE: International Union 
of Pure and Applied Chemistry (Paris Meeting 1957). Methuen, 45s. 1958. 24 cm. 
352 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 
Eighteen selected papers given at the Symposium and seventeen contributions to the 
discussion supply a particularly useful up-to-date account of protein structure. 
Many of the most distinguished workers in the field are amongst the authors. Thanks 
to the care taken by the editor, the papers are generally short, clear, self-contained, 
intelligible and free from irrelevant matter. A list of references is attached to each, 
and there are good illustrations where required. The primary object of the symposium 
was to discuss homogeneity, but the range of papers is wider than that, especially as 
regards different physical and chemical techniques. The book will be welcomed by 


all requiring an account of the present state and of the methods used in the study of 
protein structure. (574°19) 


THE CHEMICAL KINETICS OF ENZYME ACTION. Keith J. 
Laidler. Oxford University Press, Gos. 1958. 24 cm. 428 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This work, written by a chemist who has contributed extensively to the elucidation 

of enzyme action, is aimed at biologists working in the field and at physical chemists 

interested in biological systems. The first chapter states briefly the nature and ty 

of enzymes. The second reviews kinetic principles in general, and there follows a 

discussion of rates and mechanisms of enzyme reactions and some factors affecting 

them. Four chapters deal specifically with proteolytic and other hydrolytic enzymes, 
oxidative enzymes, catalase and peroxidase. The kinetic aspects of the denaturation of 
proteins are also considered. The book is an authoritative, up-to-date review of the 
subject. (574°19) 

ESSENTIAL FATTY ACIDS. Fourth International Conference on Bio- 
chemical Problems of Lipids, Oxford 15-18 July, 1957. Edited by H. M. Sinclair. 
Butterworth, sos. 1958. 25 cm. 286 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 

This report is chiefly concerned with fatty acids as related to some types of heart 

disease, a matter of great current interest. There are nineteen papers on chemical 
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aspects dealing with methods of determination, constitution of some naturally 
occurring products and some chemical aspects of metabolism; and fifteen on bio- 
chemical functions, containing several clinical studies. The book is well printed and 
produced and it is therefore a pity that the name index quotes only contributors, not 
authors cited, and that the subject index is meagre and unhelpful. (57419) 


THE METABOLISM OF SULPHUR COMPOUNDS. Leslie Young 
and George A. Maw. Methuen, 16s. 1958. 19 cm. 180 pages. References. Index. 
(Methuen’s Monographs on Biochemical Subjects) 

This monograph deals lucidly and concisely with the occurrence and metabolism of 

sulphur compounds in higher animals and in micro-orgamisms. Most of the references 

cited are post-1950, and include work on thiols, disulphides, thioethers, sulphonic 
acids, sulphonium salts, sulphuric acid esters, and inorganic sulphur compounds. 

Much of the work deals with the metabolism of organic sulphur in higher animals. 

The final chapter deals with the nutritional requirements of micro-organisms for 

inorganic sulphur and with their synthetic activity. (574°19) 


Evolution 
A HUNDRED YEARS OF EVOLUTION. G. S. Carter. Sidgwick & 
Jackson, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 216 pages. Diagrams. References. Index. 

Dr. Carter, doyen of Cambridge zoologists, has added to the Darwinian literature 
celebrating the centenary of the publication of The Origin of Species, a book which 
gives a careful and clear evaluation of the intellectual atmosphere at the time when 
the hypothesis of organic evolution by natural selection took the world by storm. 
Both general readers and biologists will find it valuable to have the circumstances 
of the crystallisation of evolutionary theory recalled to them. Equally valuable is 
Dr. Carter’s account of the remarkable way in which modern disciplines of genetics 
and ecology have shed light on the processes which Darwin dimly discerned as 
controlling the production of new species. (575)

WILD FLOWERS OF BRITAIN. B. D. Inglis. Nelson, 105.6d. 1958. 
18°5 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations (many in colour). Index. 

This little book is written and illustrated for the reader who has not yet acquired a 
botanical knowledge of the British flora. It is frankly a beginner’s book and scientific 
names are omitted, though there is a brief and well-illustrated introduction describing 
the anatomy of flowers and some of the necessary technical terms. Most of the 
common species have a coloured illustration and about a page of text to themselves; 
in addition there are small line drawings giving the details that a naturalist should 
scrutinise in making his identification. Each of the coloured plates is charmingly 
arranged and carcfully reproduced. (581-942)

THE DRUNKEN FOREST. Gerald Durrell. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
2s.6d.

The amusing record of one of Mr. Durrell’s expeditions in pursuit of minor fauna of 

eccentric habits—this time in the hinterland of the Argentine and the Chaco jungle of 

Paraguay. He has the gift of endowing the creatures he describes with individual 

character and personality and the mere problems of capture are soon eclipsed by 

those of transporting, housing, feeding and nursing his quarry. The human element 
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is handled in equally entertaining fashion. A gay and well-written book, delightfully 
illustrated.

This useful enterprise aims at bringing important advances in a readable form to the 

notice of scientists, medical men and laymen.

The development of respirators, viral 

interference and the substance ‘Interferon’, radiostrontium, experimental leukaemia 

and the genetics of eye disease are among the subjects, upon which reports will be 

supplied every few years.

J. C. Houston, Physician and Sub-Dean of the Medical School, Guy’s Hospital, 
and Marion G. Stockdale, Principal Sister Tutor, Guy’s Hospital, London, have 
produced this book jointly as teachers of medicine and medical nursing. The subject 
matter covers the requirements of the General Nursing Council, but the first 
consideration has been to provide a clear outline of present-day medicine and medical 
nursing.

The volumes of Studies, published annually, include, besides contributions to the 

conference proceedings, papers not read at conferences, whose authors, whether 

British or overseas, need not be members of the Society. Each must report original 

research not previously published. The Studies thus provide an up-to-date, 

documented survey of recent investigations, relating to fertility in humans and 
experimental animals. Volume 9, consisting of fifteen articles, opens with the first 

Oliver Bird Lecture delivered by T. Mann on the biochemical basis of spermicidal 

activity, and deals with subjects of interest to scientists working in diverse fields, 

such as biology, veterinary medicine, genetics, endocrinology, biochemistry, and 

obstetrics and gynaecology. (612-6)

of sterilisation in all forms, including a most important chapter on radiation sterilisa- 
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tion. Part III deals with air disinfection and sterilisation, while Part IV is devoted to 
the all-important subject of disinfection of viruses. Part V describes the groups of 
compounds used as antiseptics and disinfectants, and Part VI deals comprehensively 
with preservation and preservatives. (614:4)

Here advice is concisely given to medical practitioners who undertake for the 

Ministry the examination of workers claiming benefit under the Act. Others, too, 

whose practice lies in industrial cities, will find much essential information clearly 

presented in a convenient form, in main paragraphs headed; aetiology, diagnosis, 
differential diagnosis, laboratory findings and prognosis. No guidance on treatment 
is given. Part A deals with poisoning and with a wide range of diseases, such as 
anthrax, glanders, ankylostomiasis, decompression sickness, heat cataract, carcinoma 
and non-infective dermatitis, Part B with pneumoconiosis, and Part C with 
byssinosis.

AN INTRODUCTION TO GENERAL PRACTICE. Denis Craddock. 
2nd edition. H. K. Lewis, 42s. 1958. 22 cm. 600 pages. References. Index. 
This textbook, which has proved itself an invaluable basic work for general 
practitioners, mentions every condition encountered at least once a year in the 
average practice. To newly qualified doctors it gives information which cannot be 
acquired during hospital training regarding the conduct of practice and relations 
with patients, heart and skin diseases, their diagnosis and treatment, minor surgery, 
and the special problems of old age are considered. Sections are devoted to mother 
and child and to family planning, and the work ends with advice regarding matters 
of life and death, the relief of pain, the law, and suggestions as to prescribing and 
diets. The whole has been extensively revised, especially in the sections dealing with 
treatment. (616) 


CLINICAL CHEMISTRY IN PRACTICAL MEDICINE. C. P.

is also designed by the authors to meet the needs of house physicians and general 

practitioners. It selects for description tests in common use, indicates when laboratory 
tests are desirable, how they should be interpreted and how laboratory specimens 
should be obtained. For the simpler tests for which practitioners or hospital side- 
rooms can be responsible, detailed instructions are given and others are broadly 
described. Professor Dunlop and Dr. Stewart have once again brought this excellent 
textbook up to date, thoroughly revised it and somewhat rearranged it. (616-07)

The Professor Emeritus of Medicine (Neurology), Oslo University, has had the

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It is a reliable guide to a thorough and systematic examination, from the preliminary 
mental examination to interpretation of pharmacological tests, aerographic methods 
of examination, encephalography and angiography. Among the subjects in which 
developments are most marked, are associated, synkinetic, movements, prosodic 
disturbances, and auxiliary techniques. The author now includes full instructions for 
his basic examination for aphasia and related psychosomatic conditions. (616-8)

This textbook selects the common diseases which general practitioners should be able

In dealing with diagnosis, anatomy and physiology are first considered, and then the 

series of events which make up the diseased condition. The review of up-to-date 

therapeutic measures gives full instructions for treatment within the practitioner’s 
range and advises when the help of the specialist should be sought. There is revision 
throughout this edition—in Part 1, dealing with Localizing Factors in Diagnosis, and 

especially in Part 2, Vascular Disorders of the Brain. (616-8) 


TEXTBOOK OF SURGERY. Edited by Guy Blackburn and Rex

An effectively and profusely illustrated new textbook, written by a team of sixteen 

specialists centered upon Guy’s Hospital, London. Intended for students working for 

their final examination, the text, comprehensive, clear and concise, gives an up-to-date 
account of the surgical field, pays little attention to operative techniques, but deals 
fully with clinical aspects, and with recent diagnostic methods. The editors have 
wisely excluded ophthalmology and oto-rhinolaryngology, thus allowing ample 
space for surveys of the surgery of the oesophagus, mediastinum and diaphragm, 
lungs and pleura, heart and major blood vessels, and for admirable chapters giving 
essential information about blood transfusion, fluid and electrolyte balance, 
anaesthesia, diagnostic radiology and radiotherapy. (617)

Not merely another popular history of surgery, this gives a fuller account than most

The book should, therefore, 
interest medical students and medical ancillaries, and should prove useful, with its 
short basic bibliography, to those wishing to check a point in surgical history over 
the last century, the period covered. For examples, the author gives a useful review 
of the succession of events in neurosurgery and heart surgery.

Newcomen’s 
piston-engine, using steam to obtain a vacuum, established the commercial stage 
for mine-drainage. The author relates again Watt’s carly struggles and the develop- 

‘ ment of his genius in partnership with Boulton. Their engines also provided reliable, 

economical steam power for the textile and iron industries, thus giving, after 1775, 

tremendous impetus to the Industrial Revolution in England and later in Europe.

Sponsored by a leading electrical firm, this book 

may be regarded as the most authoritative dissertation published on the theory of 

synchronous electric motors.

This volume presents a unified picture of the small-signal behaviour of microwave 

valves which depend on velocity-modulation of an electron beam. It covers klystrons, 

travelling-wave tubes, backward-wave oscillators and a number of lesser-known 
devices such as velocity-jump amplifiers. The author, one of the leading authorities 
in this field, bases his approach on the Maxwell equations relating to the interaction 
of two wave systems, and a considerable part of the text is devoted to the theory of 
slow waves and delay line structures. The general theory of plasmas is also included, 
All major advances up to the end of 1957 are surveyed and the book will be of value 
to research students and physicists as well as to senior valve engineers. (621-381)

HEAT EXCHANGERS: Applications to Gas Turbines. W. Hryniszak.

The heat exchanger used in a gas turbine is a less independent unit than the exchanger 

designed for other applications and it is essential to study the whole range of factors 

which affect the performance of the turbine itself if a satisfactory exchanger is to be 
designed for it. This book is a very useful and adequate guide in such a study; it is 
also of considerable value to engineers concerned with heat exchangers generally. 

A section on the thermodynamical optimisation of the gas turbine air preheater is 

of particular interest to engineers concerned with supercritical steam cycles and 

nuclear power applications. The author is a senior research engineer of high reputation 
in Great Britain and abroad; his reliable book is especially welcome because of the

Theories of 
uplift are discussed at length, and the remainder of the book deals mainly with 
laboratory experiments and their significance. Methods of reducing uplift and 
leakage in dams are described in a short concluding chapter. The value of the work 
as a reference book for practising engineers would have been enhanced by a better 
balance between theory and practice, and some of the theoretical discussion might 
have been dealt with more briefly. (627-8)

while the existing employee will appreciate the survey it provides of the industry at 
this particular moment in its development. Mr. Naylor, one of the joint editors, has 
been Secretary of the Aeronautical Research Committee and the Commonwealth 
Advisory Research Council. All the contributors are experts of the first rank in their 
respective fields.

BRITISH NAVAL AIRCRAFT 1912-58. Owen Thetford. Putnam, sos. 
1958. 22 cm. 426 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

This compact and well-produced book includes virtually every aircraft used since 

1912 by the Naval Wing of the old Royal Flying Corps, the Royal Naval Air Service 
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and the Fleet Air Arm. Over 100 main types are each illustrated by photographs and 
a three-view general arrangement drawing, accompanied by technical eecieenipas 
and a narrative of its operational history. In addition, appendices cover over 130° 
more types that came under command of the Royal Navy between 1914 and 1919. 
Other information, much of it new, about famous aircraft of the two world wars 
completes a reference book which is the most comprehensive of its kind. (629-33) 


ELECTRICITY IN AIRCRAFT. F. G. Spreadbury. Constable, 40s. 
1958. 22 cm. 352 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Adequate and reliable supplies of electrical power are vital to modern aircraft and 
the servicing of such equipment has not been well covered in the literature. This 
book deals with post-war systems of electrical power generation and distribution in 
aircraft, covering dc and ac generators, rotary converters, storage batteries, switchgear, 
cables and electric motors. There is a short chapter on general utilisation equipment 
and a final chapter on maintenance and testing. The book includes a great deal of 
information on electrical systems in particular aircraft. It will be welcomed by every 
electrical engineer and technician specialising in aircraft servicing and maintenance.

Apart from changing 
the tense of certain paragraphs from future to past tense, there are few significant 
alterations in content and yet the book remains one of the best introductions to the 
subject for the non-technical reader. The author maintains a high standard of scientific 
accuracy throughout, yet is not afraid to use his imagination to make controlled and 
well-founded speculations about future developments.

Dr. Alan Burges, who is Professor of Botany in Liverpool University, gives a 

comprehensive survey of the distribution and activity of soil fungi, bacteria, 

actinomycetes, protozoa and nematodes. His treatment of the subject is general, no 

attempt being made to provide a detailed manual of methods and systematics, and 

his book will provide a useful reference for students of soil mycology, agriculture 

and horticulture.

Dog lovers all over the world will be glad to have this authoritative and inexpensive 
guide on how to buy, train, breed and show their pets. Mrs. Fisher has for twenty-five 
years been breeding dogs and writing about them, and her knowledge and experience 
is summarised here in admirably clear and non-technical language. The first part is 
general and deals with the problems which all dog-lovers encounter; the second part 
summarises the characteristics of the most important breeds and gives guidance to 
would-be dog-owners who are hesitating in their choice. (636-7)

THE ROMAN COOKERY BOOK. A Critical Translation of The Art of 
Cooking by Apicius for use in the Study of the Kitchen. Barbara Flower and 
Elisabeth Rosenbaum. Harrap, 18s. 1958. 20 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. Drawings 
by Katerina Wilczynski. Index. 
Apicius, who lived in the 1st century A.D., was the author of the first cookery book 
that has come down to us. The present edition is a translation from the Latin work of 
a 4th or sth century compiler. The Romans loved sauce and highly spiced food, and 
used liquamen, a sauce made from salt fish, as the Chinese use Soy and we use salt. 
There is a fascinating introduction, including a most interesting account of Roman 
kitchens and cooking utensils. The recipes are given in Latin and English. Some can 
be used today, but others, such as sliced sow’s udders, asphodel and gladiolus bulbs, 
stewed, may be of more historic interest. To historians and readers of cookery books 
this volume is warmly recommended. (641-59) 


THE FOOD OF FRANCE. Waverley Root. Introduction by Samuel 
Chamberlain. Cassell, 63s. 1958. 24 cm. $36 pages. Illustrations by Warren Chappell. 
Photographs. Maps. Index. 

This is a very detailed gastronomic guide to France, with descriptions of the country 

and its history. The author divides France into Domains of Butter, Fat and Oil, 

according to regional cooking procedures. Each district is described—the food and 
wine produced in it, how they are prepared and where they can be found. Two useful 
appendices give recommended restaurants in the different provinces, with their 
spécialités, and, a list of restaurants in which one can tour France without leaving Paris. 
A valuable book of reference for the painstaking gourmet. (641-59)

of the operating performances and financial results of similar firms in the same field 
of activity. In Germany, Switzerland, the United States and elsewhere, varying degrees 
of progress have been made in this direction, and this booklet gives a helpful account, 
with tabular illustrations, of the methods and use of these interfirm comparisons. The 
authors, who are on the staff of the British Institute of Management, were both 
actively concerned in the first International Conference on Interfirm Comparison held 
in Vienna in 1956. (658)

the position particularly as it involves investment of money in new plant and equip- 
ment, and state fourteen conditions likely to encourage such investment. In an appen- 
dix they compare, for the interest of students of economics, their ideas on innovation 
with those of Adam Smith and other traditional writers.

Chemical engineers like to have their data readily available and for most purposes 
slide-rule accuracy is good enough; questions are not asked about reliability and 
authenticity. The nomogram fills these requirements, and this collection in loose-leaf 
form should prove particularly useful. One set of nomograms deals with unit opera- 
tions, distillation, fluid flow, etc., another set gives the physical properties, vapour 
pressures, densities, viscosities, etc. of compounds. Most of these are the common 
organic liquids. The production is excellent, the nomograms themselves being crystal 
clear.

CORES AND COREMAKING. Francis D. Roper. Allen & Unwin, 21s.

The foundry industry has long needed a concise handbook on coremaking practice 
for use by students and craft apprentices, and by practical foundrymen, for this process, 
like many others, has become increasingly specialised. Shell cores and the carbon 
dioxide process are included as well as the older techniques. The text has been vetted 
by experts of the British Cast Iron Research Association and by others working in the 
trade.

This study follows the usual formula of this popular series—an introductory essay 
followed by ten hand-tipped colour plates each facing a page of descriptive text. 
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Egyptian art, as the author comments, is best known in its sculptural and architectural 
aspects; this introductory study, with its informative account of the repertoire of 
themes found in tomb paintings, the schemes of wall decoration and the techniques 
generally used, give the interested student a chance of learning something about the 
more intimate art of painting. The author, a noted Egyptologist, has specialised in the 
copying of tomb paintings. (709-32) 


INDIAN ART. A Short Introduction. K. Bharatha Iyer. Asia Publishing

Written by an established expert on Indian dance and traditions, this is a thoroughly 

practical guide to the study of Indian art. Particularly useful is the chapter on the 

language of Indian art which explains the significance of the poses, gestures, and 
emblems held in the hand by Buddha and other gods. An account of the principal 

Hindu deities follows, with concluding chapters on sculpture and painting. These 

summary but reliable statements of basic tenets in Indian art and religion will be 

invaluable to students and museum visitors whose ignorance often hinders apprecia- 
tion of the artistic aspects of Indian sculpture and painting: the book will also serve 

as a stepping-stone to more advanced works. (709-54)

THE LANDSCAPE OF POWER. Sylvia Crowe. Architectural Press, 16s.

problem of incorporating the vast structures of the new industrial age—nuclear and

This is a subject of compelling urgency, and one that has not yet been 
seriously faced. Her comments reveal a sensitive, constructive and practical mind, and 
happily none of the inhibitions of the purely sentimental preservationist. The book is 
amply illustrated with photographs, sketches and diagrams.

SCULPTURE AT CHARTRES. Text by Peter Kidson. Photographs 
by Ursula Pariser.

This latest book on ‘the most revered monument of medieval France’ deals exclusively 
with the figure sculpture which decorates the great portals leading into the building 
and the two towers at the west end. By concentrating on one aspect only of the 
cathedral the author has performed a valuable service for visitors whose interest lies 
somewhere between that of experts and that of the general tourist content with the 
briefest facts. A detailed description, aided by diagrams, is given of the iconographical 
programme of the sculptures. This both elucidates the subject matter of the carving 
around the doorways and at the same time gives the reader some insight into the 
nature of medieval imagery generally. The photographs at the end of the book 
display a commendable sharpness of detail. (729°5)

Separate sections are devoted to 
sewing; embroidery; lace; and knitting. The superb illustrations (over 1,000), placed 
alongside the relevant text, include beautifully clear diagrams of individual stitches 
and work in progress, and photographs of exquisite examples of every type of work 
described—Sicilian drawnthread work, Hardanger, and many varieties of Italian em- 
broidery, Gobelin tapestry, macramé work, Burano, Modano and Orvieto lace, table 
linen, lingerie, ecclesiastical vestments and knitted garments.

EVERYMAN’S DICTIONARY OF MUSIC. Compiled by Eric Blom. 
3rd edition. Dent, 20s. 1958. 20 cm. 702 pages. (Everyman's Reference Library) 

The revision of this admirable work of reference, first published in 1946, consists of 
the correction of minor errors and the addition of a good many new facts, titles and 
dates. It is thus the most up to date and comprehensive English book of its size. 
Factually and historically minded music-lovers will find it most valuable. Dr. Blom 
is well known as critic and editor. (780-3) 
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THE ENJOYMENT OF MUSIC. An Introduction to Perceptive Listening. 
Joseph Machlis. Dobson, 50s. 1958. 24 cm. 682 pages. Illustrations. Musical examples. 
Record list. Index. 

Though rather heavy in style, this book should prove useful to the higher forms of 

schools and to persevering private students. It proceeds from the generally familiar 

19th century, back to the classics, and the remoter past, and ends with moderns, paying 
special attention to American music. (Mr. Machlis is an Associate Professor at Queen's 

College, New York). There are good summaries of the lives and works of all the 

principal composers, with history introduced through analyses of characteristic works, 

and sound essays on the nature of the principal forms and periods of music—sonata, 

concerto, baroque and the like. (780-15) 


DUKE ELLINGTON: HIS LIFE AND MUSIC. Edited by Peter 
Gammond. Phoenix House, 25s. 1958. 21 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Charts. 
A composite book, perhaps the best way to deal with the most complex musical 
personality of modern jazz. Besides the biographical chapters, twelve contributors 
discuss Ellington as pianist, orchestrator and composer and analyse his records and his 
sidemen’s performances. Ellington has always written for his band rather than a band 
and has triumphed over the jazz composer’s special problem of having to express his 
idiom through the talents of brilliant but highly individual executants. His career 
comprehends much of the history of jazz and the book has plenty to say which 
illuminates both: its weakness lics in the mutliplicity of contradictory attempts to 
define Ellington’s music. (780-92) 


THE INVENTION AND COMPOSITION OF MUSIC. Arthur 
Hutchings. Novello, 30s. 1958. 24°5 cm. 312 pages. Musical examples. 
The main thesis of this important book is that, while real originality in composition 
is a rare gift, invention is something which can be practised and cultivated by the 
study of carefully chosen examples. Professor Hutchings, who writes from long ex- 
perience as both student and teacher, discusses all the basic types of composition, vocal 
and instrumental, and draws his examples from music old and new. He urges the 
virtues of Bach and Palestrina as models, and shows how, with discretion, they can 
be safely imitated. In more recent periods, he has an excellent chapter on the re-scoring 
of pianoforte music for orchestra, and writes very sensibly about the relations of the 
sound and sense of poetry to musical ideas. The book may be heartily recommended 
to students. (781-61) 


THE SONGS OF NEIDHART VON REUENTAL. Seventeen Summer 
and Winter Songs set to their original melodies with translations and a musical and 
metrical canon. A. T. Hattoand R.J. Taylor. Manchester University Press (Manchester), 
21s. 1958. 23 cm. 124 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

In this critical edition of a group of seventeen medieval German songs, the original 

text and music are printed together with an English prose translation, so that the 

advanced student (and it is the advanced student of the German Minnesang with a 

knowledge of music who will profit most from this original piece of research) has the 

basic material at hand. The craftsmanship of the music and the metre is closely 
analysed, and since the Minnesinger composed both words and music of his song this 

analysis effectively brings out the subtleties of construction. (784: 3) 


TEACH YOURSELF JAZZ. Martin Lindsay. English Universities Press, 6s. 
1958. 18 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations, Musical examples. Index. (Teach Yourself Books) 
Apart from the normal problems of reducing a subject to its simplest elements, the

writer on jazz is faced with an absence of sufficiently firm definitions or even of univer- 
sally accepted critical standards. Despite these difficulties Mr. Lindsay has produced a 
practical and informative book. Although he simplifies, he is careful not to dogmatise 
and his aim is always to help the beginner to form his own taste. He provides a short, 
very general history of jazz, and his advice to the tyro, whether record-collector or 
musician, is basically sound, though of course bound to need amplifying at an early

BARON’S BALLET FINALE. Introduction and commentary by Arnold

This third and last volume of Baron’s ballet photographs includes examples of his work 

from the early nineteen-thirties to the year of his death, 1956. Much of it he had chosen 

and arranged himself, and Haskell, his collaborator in the previous volumes, has com- 
pleted the collection and written asintroductiona brilliant briefsketch of ballet develop- 
ment during the period covered. His explanatory captions expand this in point of 
detail and make illuminating comments also on the pictures of African, Spanish and 
Far Eastern dance and dance-drama. One might wish that the photographs had been 
dated and the proofs more carefully read. (792-8) 


BALLET OF 3 DECADES. Audrey Williamson. Rockliff, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. 204 pages. Photographs. Index. 
This chronicle of ballet-going from 1931 to 1957, almost all in London, makes a 
compressed and rather rushed history of the period. Its author always demands a high 
degree of dramatic intelligence in the art and its practitioners, and has, from this view- 
point, interesting things to say, especially on some less well known choreographers 
and on the shaping influences at work on different nationalities. She can vividly re- 
create the remembered effect of a dancer or a ballet, but the latest seasons she deals 
with—which on the whole disappoint her—are already overtaken by events and 
appear slightly out of perspective. (792-8)

THE RACING DRIVER. Denis Jenkinson. Batsford, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 
208 pages. Photographs. Diagrams. Index. 

An interesting and carefully-considered enquiry into the qualities, mental and physical, 
that go the making of a top-line Grand Prix driver. It is also an analysis of deiving 
techniques illustrated from personal experience and close observation over many years. 
Mr. Jenkinson describes what the racing driver has to do (and why), and the many 
tricks of the trade the great and near-great employ, and pin-points some of the more 
exciting events and moments of recent years. An informative and stimulating piece of 
work, this volume should receive a ready welcome from lovers of motor sport in 
general and Grand Prix devotees in particular. (796-72) 


SPEED AND A MICROPHONE. An Introduction to Motor Sport. 

Robin Richards. Kimber, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 218 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Map. 
Mr. Richards will be well known to all followers of motor sport as the radio commen- 
tator who has covered the main British and Continental events for many years. In this 
extremely interesting book, he records his personal experiences—accounts of memor- 
able moments in racing; anecdotes about the great racing drivers, past and present; 
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and much else besides. Mr. Richards’ own experience as a driver and the gift which a 
commentator must have of making the most complicated operations clear combine to 
make this a highly informative and very readable addition to the motoring enthusiast’s 
library.

INTERNATIONAL LITERARY ANNUAL. No. 1. Edited by John 
Wain. Calder, 25s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 222 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
The first number of a new literary venture issued uniformly with annuals on the 
drama, music and the cinema. The content is necessarily selective, the main emphasis 
being given to Britain, the U.S.A., France, Italy and Germany. There are five sections 
devoted respectively to the social and historical background of contemporary litera- 
ture, recent English and American poetry, the critical and ideological context of today, 
technical problems of writing and a survey of the year’s French and Italian literature. 
The third of these is the most interesting critical performance; other sections offer 
useful information but are distinctly loose in argument at times. (805-8) 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE DETECTIVE NOVEL. A. E. Murch. 
Peter Owen, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. References. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The crime-and-detection novel has established itself as a literary genre in several 

countries during the past century. Mrs. Murch’s volume is a useful contribution to 

modern literary studies, and its value for later workers in the same field is enhanced 
by the author’s exhaustive documentation of original and secondary sources in the 
footnotes and bibliographical sections. Starting with “early sources’ which glance back 
as far as the 16th century, she makes detailed comment in subsequent chapters on the 
leading writers and outstanding fictional detectives, English, American, and French, 
from Poe and his followers down to the host of living practitioners. (808-3) 


GALLOWS GLORIOUS. Ronald Gow. LADY PRECIOUS STREAM. 
S. L Hsiung, RICHARD OF BORDEAUX. Gordon Daviot. Penguin 
Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 300 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Plays) 

These plays, which otherwise have few qualities in common, have been selected as 

particularly suitable for young or amateur actors. The first presents a somewhat 

idealised version of the story of John Brown, the would-be liberator of American 
slaves, whose execution played its part in starting the war between North and South. 

The other two both scored notable successes when first presented in London. Lady 

Precious Stream is an adaptation for the Western theatre of a charming Chinese piece 

which blends fantasy and comedy. Richard of Bordeaux is an historical play which 

portrays the tragedy of King Richard II in a modern prose idiom. (808-82) 


A FIRST BOOK OF QUOTATIONS. Edited by Eric Partridge. Hamish 
Hamilton, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 210 pages. Indexes by Julian Franklyn. 
Quotation is an aptitude at which educated people are a good deal less accomplished 
than they once were. Mr. Partridge offers a timely reminder that quotation should be 
no merely pedantic accomplishment but a genuine aid to self-expression and to the 
understanding of other people’s. Excellently arranged, his book provides about a 
thousand quotations as a basic stock alike for the young and the adult. Shakespeare 
and the Bible are the main sources, but English European and classical literature all 
take their share. The indexing is sensibly organised for quick consultation, all references 
are given and notes or translations added where necessary. (808-88)

THE ROSE TATTOO and CAMINO REAL. Tennessee Williams. 
Introduced and edited by E. Martin Browne. Reprints. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 
18 cm. 234 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Plays) 

Both the plays in this volume depart from the realistic idiom which Mr. Williams 

exploited so successfully in The Glass Menagerie and A Streetcar Named Desire. The Rose 

Tattoo is his nearest approach yet to comedy. A volatile Sicilian woman who has 

idealised her first husband finds herself accepting a second who by comparison is 

almost a clown. Camino Real is a more difficult experimental play, an allegory, laden 
with symbols and characters from literature, of the path to be taken in the middle years 
of life. Its dramatic merits have been much disputed: it is certainly a play which gains 

in performance. (812-5)

ELIZABETHAN LOVE LYRICS, selected by John Hadfield: 
TENNYSON, selected by Raymond Mortimer. D. H. LAWRENCE Love

This is a uniform series which offers a brief introduction and some forty pages of text 
in each volume. The result is most successful in the case of a homogeneous categoryof 
poetry, such as the Elizabethan lyrics, or of a minor poet of limited range such as 
Mr. Betjeman, or of a writer whose work can be grouped in distinct sections, such as 
D. H. Lawrence. A major author whose verse includes long poems, such as Tennyson, 
seems a less suitable choice, as his work cannot be sufficiently represented in this space. 
The series is attractively produced but cannot stand comparison with the Penguin

WILLIAM BLAKE. A Selection of Poems and Letters. Edited with an 
Introduction by J. Bronowski. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 252 pages. Index.

In this anthology the editor has been at pains to preserve the balance between the 

Blake who is the familiar author of short lyrics of an inspired simplicity and the later 

poet of the much more difficult prophetic books. His choice includes the better-known 

pieces from Poetical Sketches and the complete Songs of Innocence and of Experience. 

Of the prophetic writings The Marriage of Heaven and Hell is the most fully quoted, 

but there are representative extracts from the later books. The brief critical introduc- 

tion is excellent, but it is a pity that the volume is not rounded off with some of the 

short gnomic poems and satirical epigrams. (821-6)

THE WAKEFIELD PAGEANTS IN THE TOWNELEY CYCLE. 
Edited by A. C. Cawley. Manchester University Press (Manchester), 18s. 1958. 
22 cm. 228 pages. Frontispiece. Index. (Old and Middle English Texts) 

This volume comprises the six pageants—the murder of Abel, the going forth of 

Noah, two shepherd plays, the Magnus Herodes and the Coliphizacio or tormenting of 

Christ—which make up the greater part of the Wakefield group, the last five being 

written in the nine-line rhyming stanza which is typical of the anonymous Wakefield 

dramatist. These six (written for the religious stage in medieval England) are now for 
the first time edited as a group. Earlier editions have relied on the Early English Text 

Society’s text; this has the advantage of reference to the MS. which is in the Hunting- 
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ton Library, California, and has provided several improved readings. The notes, 
appendix and glossary are admirably detailed. (822-1) 


THE DRAMATIC WORKS OF THOMAS DEKKER. Vol. III. 
The Roaring Girl (with Thomas Middleton); If This Be Not a Good Play, The

Dekker’s plays have always attracted students of Elizabethan drama but the lack of an 

authoritative edition has seriously hampered attempts to estimate his quality. With the 

appearance of the third volume of Professor Bowers’s magnificent text the establish- 
ment of the canon is nearly complete. Three of the plays here were written in collabora- 
tion with other dramatists, and although the editor confines himself strictly to biblio- 
graphical problems his textual introductions make also an important contribution to 
the analysis of authorship. Dekker’s share, previously overshadowed when these plays 
were published in the collected works of his collaborators, now receives its due 
emphasis, and Professor Bowers’s findings tend to confirm the views of those critics 
who have attributed a larger part in the composition to him. (822-3) 


THE BROKEN COMPASS. A Study of the Major Comedies of Ben 
Jonson. Edward B. Partridge. Chatto & Windus, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 254 pages. 
References. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Partridge, basing his approach to Ben Jonson upon current principles of the 

‘new criticism’ in America, concentrates upon three comedies, Volpone, The Alchemist, 

and Epicoene. Necessary definitions, a defence of the method employed, and an account 

of Jonson’s theory of metaphor precede a full critical analysis of cach play; and a 

chapter on the later work paves the way for a concluding estimate of Jonson’s total 

achievement in comedy. Critically, Professor Partridge offers much that is perceptive 
in his interpretation of the use of metaphorical language in these plays. The lucidity 
of his exposition will make his study a useful introduction to the principles he is 

applying as well as a valuable companion to the comedies discussed. (822-3) 


THE CHANGELING. Thomas Middleton and William Rowley. Edited by 
N. W. Bawcutt. Methuen, 18s. 1958. 20 cm. 208 pages. (The Revels Plays) 
The first volume in a series designed to present the major Elizabethan and Jacobean 
plays in a critical edition similar to that of the Arden Shakespeare. This is a most 
valuable project, which has been needed for years. This edition is a great advance on 
Bullen’s of 1885, the last to offer any notes. Textual difficulties are comparatively few, 
but the commentary is scholarly and concise. The critical introduction is admirably 
full. The editor takes an unusually severe view of the character of the heroine, and he 
argues ingeniously if not entirely convincingly for the relevance of the comic sub- 
plot. (822-3) 


PERICLES PRINCE OF TYRE. William Shakespeare. Edited by G. B. 

Harrison. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 122 pages. (The Penguin Shakespeare) 
Pericles is one of the most unsatisfactory plays in the canon since the first two acts are 
generally agreed to be spurious, the last three display Shakespeare’s powers only at 
isolated moments and the text throughout is extremely corrupt. The play did not 
appear in the First Folio of 1623, nor indeed until the Third of 1664. The editor has 
justly allowed himself more freedom than usual to emend, but has only departed from 
the Quarto text where its sense was hopelessly obscure. (822-3) 
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THE FIRSTBORN. A Play in Three Acts. Christopher Fry. 3rd edition. 
Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 100 pages. 
In this play, his first attempt at a tragedy, Mr. Fry’s theme is the final deliverance of 
the Israelites from the Egyptian yoke, culminating in the plague which destroys every 
eldest son in Egypt. The tragic conflict here lies in Moses’ character, entirely dedicated 
to his people’s liberation, but also personally devoted to the Pharaoh’s son. Mr. Fry 
has moulded his theme into a powerful play. Its weakness lies in the diction. Created 
originally for comedy, his poetic idiom still tends to play with paradoxes and conceits 
and the habit sometimes prevents him from communicating the full impact of tragic 
emotion. (822-9) 


HELEN IN EGYPT and Other Plays. John Heath-Stubbs. Oxford University 
Press, 128.6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 130 pages. 
These three plays are slight in theme but they represent a distinctly promising effort 
to break new ground in the non-realistic drama. The author shows himself well aware 
of stage values, and if he attempts nothing very ambitious in characterisation, he 
succeeds in blending verse and prose into neat and expressive dialogue. The title play 
is based on the legend dramatised by Euripides, according to which only a phantom 
Helen went to Troy, the real woman remaining in Egypt. The Talking Ass makes a 
lively comedy out of the story of Balaam and The Harrowing of Hell is a short liturgical 
drama written for Easter. (822-9) 


EPITAPH FOR GEORGE DILLON. A Play in Three Acts. John Osborne 
and Anthony Creighton. Faber, 10s.6d. 1958. 21 cm. 94 pages. 
Although this was the first play in which Mr. Osborne took a hand, it was the most 
recent to be produced in London. The hero is a struggling actor-dramatist dependent 
on the hospitality of a housewife who in turn needs a son to mother: she is a kindly 
soul but quite incapable of understanding the young man’s uncertain talent. Success 
comes to him, but only at the cost of his own integrity. An uneven play with several 
impressive scenes: it seems likely to appeal most to the acting profession, but is 
interesting as a foretaste of Mr. Osborne’s later development. (822-9) 


English Fiction 

SAMUEL RICHARDSON. R. F. Brissenden. Longmans for the British 
Council, 2s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 42 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper 
covers. (Bibliographical Supplements to “British Book News’) 

Richardson’s fame has fluctuated sharply since his phenomenal early success, but now 

it is again on the upturn. Mr. Brissenden stresses the originality of the psychological 

seriousness and moral realism of his novels when they first appeared. He agrees with 

the majority of modern critics in judging Clarissa Harlowe to be by far his greatest 

work, principally, he believes, because of its tragic quality which is unique in the 

English 18th century novel. He tends to overestimate the advantages of the letter- 

writing convention as a fictional technique, but his essay succeeds in formulating 

Richardson’s essential qualities as a novelist with admirable emphasis and concision.

German Literature 

THE IRONIC GERMAN. A Study of Thomas Mann. Erich Heller. 
Secker & Warburg, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 298 pages. Bibliography. 

This is an analysis of Mann’s philosophical concepts, or attitude to life and art, rather 

than a consideration of his literary achievement; but we are given more than a study 

of Mann, for Professor Heller, while maintaining a sometimes tenuous thread that 
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links his argument with the title of his book, diverges into a discussion of influences 
and parallels that are always cogently presented. The critical balance is well sustained, 
but what Professor Heller means by irony is far from clear. He explains that ‘Every 
attempt to define irony unambiguously is in itself ironical’, and we are therefore un- 
certain exactly what it is that he is trying to do. Nevertheless his text is full of pertinent 
comment inspired by the study of Thomas Mann and his spiritual conflicts. (833-9) 


Icelandic Literature 

HRAFNKELS SAGA FREYSGODA. Sigurdur Nordal. Translated from the 
Icelandic by R. George Thomas. University of Wales Press (Cardiff), 7s.6d. 1958. 
22 cm. 84 pages. 

It is impossible, in so brief a note, to assess the value of this book, It must therefore 

suffice to say that the need for an English translation of Professor Nordal’s spendid 

analysis is unquestioned and that this translation meets that need. Although Professor 

Nordal’s examination of the saga—its historical element, sources, composition, 

characterisation—will already be known to all serious students of Old Icelandic, there 

will be many who will find it easier to assimilate in its present English form than in its 

original Modern Icelandic. For this reason, and others, it will be welcomed. _(839°6) 


French Literature 
THE RABELAISIAN MARRIAGE. Aspects of Rabelais’s Religion, 
Ethics and Comic Philosophy. M. A. Screech. Edward Arnold, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 
152 pages. Index. 
Rabelais, one of the greatest comic writers of all time, himself bade the reader seck 
the seriousness underlying his fun, and this contemporary scholarship is consistently 
doing. Mr. Screech of Birmingham University examines Rabelais’ serious considera- 
tion of marriage as a potential good, and of the importance of woman as 2 helpmect. 
The background of his immense reading is traced, and Rabelais shown not merely 
actuated by anti-monastic prejudice, but profoundly concerned with human liberty 
of thought and action, a stoic rather than a sceptic. This is a profound, scholarly work 
addressed to students and lovers of 16th century literature endowed with a good 
knowledge of the French language. (847-3) 


Spanish Literature 
THE LITURGICAL DRAMA IN MEDIEVAL SPAIN. Richard B. 
Donovan. Pontifical Institute of Medieval Studies (Toronto, Canada), $5.50. 1958. 
25°5 cm. 238 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Spanish medieval drama has hitherto received scanty attention from the scholars, most 
of whom conclude that Spain followed the same pattern of development as the rest of 
Europe. In fact, Spain was in a special position and there are peculiar problems 
involved in the study of the early drama of the Peninsula. The author of this work adds 
considerably to our knowledge of the medieval theatre and raises points which have 
important implications for the history of European drama. Medievalists in general and 
Spanish specialists in particular will be grateful for this most original and stimulating 
work which is fully representative of the high standards of the Toronto Institute of 
Medieval Studies. (862-1)

ROMAN LITERATURE. Michacl Grant. Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 
1958. 18 cm. 288 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

The chief authors are discussed in chronological order in chapters devoted to the 

separate literary genres, Part I treating of prose, Part II of poetry. Part II ends with 
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Juvenal and is followed by an epilogue dealing cursorily with “The Survival of Roman 
Literature’. There are no quotations in Latin, only English renderings, chiefly by 
modern versifiers. The main appeal of Professor Grant’s book will be to those aspiring 
to know something about Roman literature without learning Latin. First published 
in 1954.

TEXTUAL CRITICISM, Paul Maas. Translated from the German by 
Barbara Flower. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 70 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 
The third edition of Paul Maas’s Textkritik (originally published in 1927) came out in 
1957. The late Miss Flower’s translation is based on the second edition (1949), but 
changes made in the 1957 edition have been incorporated, including the chapter 
entitled “Retrospect 1956’. This handbook of critical method will be useful to any 
young scholars setting themselves to the task of editing a classic or studying the text 
of an author, and it will also awaken intelligent undergraduates to the uncertainties in 
the printed texts that many of them have never learned not to take for granted. It is 
well illustrated with significant examples, and the translation is extremely clear and 
natural. (880)

AN OUTLINE OF RUSSIAN LITERATURE. Marc Slonim. Oxford 
University Press, 7s.6d. 1958. 17 cm. 260 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Home 
University Library of Modern Knowledge) 

One of the main problems which confronts the writer on any unfamiliar literature is 

that of tracing the interaction of history and letters. Mr. Slonim has succeeded par- 

ticularly well in this difficult task: his generalisations are fruitful without being 
arbitrary and he has been at pains to explain the importance of the Byzantine origins 
of Russian literature. In terms of individual writers his study begins in the 18th 
century; the bulk of his space is naturally devoted to the great age of Tolstoy and 

Dostoevsky, and there is a final chapter on the literature of the Revolution, necessarily 

brief but well sign-posted. A sound bibliography completes an extremely competent 

survey. (891-7)

Geography Travel Description 
THE LAST GRAIN RACE. Eric Newby. Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 
1958. 18 cm. 252 pages. Illustrations. Map. Paper covers. 

First published in 1956, this is doubtless destined to become a classic story of the sea. 
In 1938, the author, then nineteen years of age, resigned from an advertising agency 
to sign on as an apprentice in the four-masted barque Moshulu of the Erikson Line, 
which sailed round the Cape of Good Hope to Australia and returned with a cargo of 
grain round Cape Horn. A first-class writer, he gives a thrilling and humorous account 
of what it means to work in a great sailing ship under the hardest conditions. This 
edition, despite its modest price, includes twenty-four pages of splendid photographs 
taken by the author on the voyage. (910-4) 


ENGLISH VILLAGES IN COLOUR. OLD INNS OF ENGLAND 
IN COLOUR. Collections of Colour Photographs with Introductory Text 
and Notes on the illustrations by Geoffrey Grigson and William Gaunt respectively. 
Batsford, 16s. each. 1958. 24-5 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations in colour. Map. (Heritage 
Colour Books) 


Covering, geographically, the whole of England (not Wales or Scotland), both these 
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books capture much of the country’s historic beauty, displaying the charm and 
picturesqueness, the history and literary associations of their subjects, and the astonish- 
ingly rich variations of local building. Many of these inns and villages have had a 
continuous existence of more than a thousand years. The introductions and long 
descriptive notes are very informative and interesting; the colour photographs are 
quite well reproduced. The absence of indexes is regrettable. (914°2) (647-94) 


WILD WALES. George Borrow. Reprint. New introduction by David 

Jones. Dent, 10s.6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 638 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 
George Borrow is perhaps better known to the general reader for his association with 
gypsies and his travels in Spain than for his survey of Wales. This new edition of one 
of his most enjoyable books is therefore welcome. There have been many changes in 
the Welsh scene since Borrow wrote just over a century ago, but much of what he 
has to say about Welsh tradition and the love of poetry, music and learning, still holds. 
Borrow is essentially an autobiographical writer with a gift for descriptive writing 
that makes him eminently readable and although Wild Wales lacks the wider appeal 
of Lavengro or The Bible in Spain, it runs them close and deserves to be far better 
known that it is at present. The new Introduction to this edition is extremely useful.

FROM PARIS TO CADIZ. Alexandre Dumas. Translated from the 
French and edited by A. E. Murch. Peter Owen, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 216 pages.

In 1846 Alexandre Dumas was invited to attend the wedding of the Spanish Infanta. 

He spent two months travelling the Peninsula, writing an account of his journeys in 

the form of letters. The result, now published in an abbreviated edition, and for the 

first time in English, is a vivacious travel book, the work of a keenly observant writer, 
brimming with vitality, eager for any adventure, a Romantic in the land of romance. 

Dumas misses nothing, and is always entertaining whether describing a bull-fight or, 

with typical French horror, recounting the trials of Spanish cooking. A book which 

will appeal equally to those interested in Dumas or in Spain. (914°6) 


GOYA AND GUITARS. André Villeboeuf. Translated from the French 
by John Branko. Elek Books, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 246 pages. Illustrations. 
This book, the fruit of thirty years spent wandering around the Spanish Peninsula, is 
not simply another travel book; it is, rather, a meditation upon Spain. The author, 
a French painter, is naturally at his best in giving visual impressions of the country and 
in his sensitive analyses of Spanish art. But he has something of interest to say about 
every aspect of Spanish life and temperament and can be amusing or deeply moving, 
as well as illuminating. This book will appeal to all interested in the artistic heritage 
of Spain. The translation is satisfactory but unfortunately a number of irritating mis- 
prints mar the text. (914°6) 


BENELUX. Belgium-Holland-Luxembourg. Allen & Unwin, 28s. 10958. 
225 cm. 258 pages. Illustrations. Maps in colour. Index. (Baedeker’s Autoguides) 
One of a new series based on Baedeker’s Handbooks, retaining many of the traditional 
features but designed chiefly for those who travel by car. There are four main sections: 
a survey of the history, geography and art of the three countries, with much practical 
information; road routes, with a description of all a tourist would like to know of the 
scenery and places of interest on the way; a gazetteer of the main towns and tourist 
resorts; and a classified list of hotels and restaurants indicating current prices. (914°9) 
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GREECE. Jeanne and Georges Roux. Translated from the French by Lionel and 
Miriam Kochan. Nicholas Kaye, 35s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 254 pages. Numerous illustra- 
tions. Map. Index. (Beaux Pays Series) 

More than most countries Greece forces the travel-writer to choose. Shall he dwell on 

the present or the past, on practical information and the landscape and character of 

modern Greece, or history, mythology and the details of architecture and sculpture? 

M. and Mme. Roux have found a working compromise: they provide a historical 

framework but their main concern is the present and they show a rare understanding 

of the customs and temperament of the Greeks of today. Their book is particularly 
strong on southern Greece and the islands. As usual in this series the illustrations are 
admirably chosen and executed, the double-spread photograph being particularly 
impressively used. (914°95) 


WITH MY BACK TO THE EAST. Bernard Llewellyn. Allen & Unwin, 
21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
From Korea Mr. Llewellyn decided to return to England the leisurely way via Japan, 
Hong Kong, Macao, Malaya, Thailand, Burma, India and Ceylon. His lodgings and 
modes of transport must often have been extremely uncomfortable, but he thoroughly 
enjoyed himself and conveys his enjoyment to his readers. He never puts a foot off the 
beaten track, but always finds something of interest to set down. A clever and 
experienced writer, who knows the Far East well, has produced a charming light 
travel book to the liking of all. The illustrations fit it admirably. (915) 


MY LIFE WITH A BRAHMIN FAMILY. Lizelle Reymond. Translated 
from the French by Lucy Norton. Rider, 18s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 192 pages. 
Already accustomed to wearing Indian dress and eating Indian food, the author was 
invited by a Brahmin friend to spend some months with his family in the Kumaon 
hills. Her book reveals much of a mode of life which has remained virtually unchanged 
for centuries. Incidents and personalities are vividly described, while politics and 
forced enthusiasm are avoided. It is made apparent how customs based on thirty 
generations of family tradition are being gracefully adapted to a rapidly changing 
world. Readers will both enjoy this book and learn more from it than from many 
learned tomes. (915-4) 


ALEXANDER’S PATH. From Caria to Cilicia. Freya Stark. Murray, 30s. 
1958. 23 cm. 308 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Spurred on by ‘the pure wish to understand, the most disinterested of human desires’ ; 
equipped by study of all available sources; undaunted by heat, rocky roads and ver- 
minous sleeping-quarters—Miss Stark traversed, by taxi and jeep, on horseback and on 
foot, the southern region of Asia Minor, bent on filling the gaps in the accounts 
handed down by historians of Alexander the Great's route as he passed that way nearly 
twenty-three centuries ago, seizing and garrisoning the ports to deny them to the 
Persian fleet. This piece of specialised research is, however, a thread linking themes 
more attractive to the general reader—experiences among present-day Turks—musings 
on the character of Alexander and his ideal of a united world—philosophisings on 
human relations—and an enthusiasm for a landscape so beautiful that it strains, but 
does not beggar, even Miss Stark’s justly admired powers of description. (915-61) 
PEOPLE LIKE US. Paul Hogarth. Dennis Dobson, 12s.6d. 1958. 25-5 cm. 
48 pages. Drawings by the author. 
This book consists chiefly of drawings made on a recent visit to South Africa and 
Rhodesia, accompanied by brief extracts from the author’s diary. The collection is 
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commended by Father Trevor Huddleston for conveying ‘the real atmosphere of 
Southern Africa and her peoples’. Beginning with the gold mines of the Rand, the 
author continues with shorter sections on Pretoria and on a journey from Cape Town 
to Port Elizabeth, thence to Natal. Throughout, he is more concerned with people 
than with scenery, and is chiefly dealing with urban life. The final third of the book 
is concerned with Rhodesia, largely the copper mining areas. All who are interested 
in the complex problems of Southern Africa will find this vivid book of considerable 
interest. (916-8) 


FLOWERING LOTUS. A View of Java. Harold Forster. Longmans, 25s. 
1958. 22°5 cm. 296 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
The author, during the four years from 1952 spent as a lecturer in English in the 
National University at Jog jakarta, had the time and opportunity to see and assimilate 
much. His excellent account of modern Java covers every aspect of life, and his book 
contains much historical, archaeological and cultural information difficult to obtain 
elsewhere. His account of the post-war revolution ignores the Dutch case, and his 
attitude is pro-Javanese rather than pro-Indonesian in that the grievances of the other 
islands find no mention. The book is easy reading and of general interest.  (919°22) 


INTRODUCING SOUTH AUSTRALIA. Edited by Jethro Rupert 
Best. Melbourne University Press for the Australian and New Zealand Association for 
the Advancement of Science (Melbourne, Australia), 37s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 376 pages. 
Illustrations (11 in colour). Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Introducing South Australia was planned as a handbook for members attending the 

thirty-third meeting of the Australian and New Zealand Association for the Advance- 

ment of Science held in Adelaide, 1958. It provides a comprehensive survey of South 

Australia, with particular stress on those aspects of its natural resources and develop- 

ment that would interest the members of this meeting. The articles are all written by 

specialists in their own fields, and they have been planned to interest both their fellow 
scientists and the general reader. Because of its wide cover of aspects of the State’s 
development it is likely to remain the standard descriptive work for some time to 


come. (919-42) 


SOFTLY, WILD DRUMS. Beth Dean and Victor Carell. Ure Smith 
(Sydney, Australia), 25s. 1958. 24 cm. 200 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
This attractively illustrated volume by the authors of Dust for the Dancers, which gave 
a sympathetic description of aboriginal life in Australia, presents a vivid account of 
New Guinea and its inhabitants. Here among the last large group of direct descen- 
dants from the Stone Age the writers provide further evidence of their knowledge and 
understanding of primitive folk-ways. Tribal dances and other significant aspects of 
New Guinea native life are interestingly described in a book which is both an informa- 
tive travelogue and a contribution to social anthropology. (919°5) 


NORTH OF THE DESOLATE SEA. Liv Balstad. Translated from the 
Norwegian by Joan Bulman. Adapted for English publication by Alice Hope. 
Souvenir Press, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. 

For nine years the author, wife of the Norwegian Governor of Spitzbergen (a charm- 

ing, overworked, dedicated idealist), shared the hazards and discomforts of the small 

mining community which lives and works within twelve degrees of the North Pole, 
learning to endure the Arctic winter and to create a home in intolerable conditions 
where at first, through government parsimony, every civilised amenity was lacking. 
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As she describes with humour and compassion the coming of spring, a Royal visit, 
her first sledge trip, a bear hunt, a mining disaster, the place and its people come vividly 
to life. (919°81) 


THE CROSSING OF ANTARCTICA. The Commonwealth Trans- 
Antarctic Expedition 1955-58. Sir Vivian Fuchs and Sir Edmund Hillary. Cassell, 
30s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 356 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Maps. Index. 

The official story of the Commonwealth Trans-Antarctic Expedition told by the 

leaders of the two parties which, starting from bases on the Weddell and Ross Sea 

respectively, crossed the continent via the South Pole in ninety-nine days. Both men 
write modestly, without heroics, of the careful preparations and the complicated 
equipment (not forgetting the ingenuity of the men who worked to adapt, maintain 
and repair it in impossible conditions), of exploratory flights and subsidiary journeys 
and of the meticulous scientific work (the full account of this will appear later) which 
continued throughout the whole period. Better equipped than its predecessors, the 
expedition had still to face the dangers of a largely unknown route and the most severe 
and unpredictable climate in the world. This beautifully produced book worthily 
commemorates a great achievement. (919-9) 


Biography 
THE NAKED FACE OF GENIUS. Béla Barték’s Last Years. Agatha 
Fassett. Gollancz, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 378 pages. 

In 1940 Barték fled with his wife and son from his native Hungary to America. Miss 
Fassett, a former pupil in Budapest, sought out the composer, befriended him and 
stayed with or near him until his death in September 1945. This book is a vividly 
recollected description of his struggle to adapt himself to a strange land and people: 
it will be absorbingly interesting to admirers of his music and essential to his bio- 
graphers. It reveals a proud, almost morbidly sensitive man, who had a passionate love 
of animals and of natural sounds and smells, and often expressed a quasi-mystical belief 
in the indestructibility of matter. Miss Fassett is content to record conversations and 
events: she hardly relates them to Barték’s music. (92) 


BOSWELL’S LONDON JOURNAL 1762-1763. Edited with 
Introduction and Notes by Frederick A. Pottle. Reprint. Harborough Publishing Co., 
3s.6d. 1958. 17°5 cm. 268 pages. Paper covers. (Ace Books) 

Boswell left Scotland for London to solicit a commission in the Footguards, in which 

purpose he failed. During his stay he not only made many acquaintances in the world 

of literature and fashion, including Dr. Johnson, but he revelled in every pleasure 
which London had to offer and began to develop his genius for observing and record- 
ing character and conversation. His Journal is entirely frank, whether he is describing 
his own amorous adventures or noting the behaviour of authors and aristocrats.

shrewd’, and he never fails to ‘render an exact and brilliantly detailed account of the 

London scene beneath his eyes’. (92) 


HOW DIFFERENT FROM US. A Biography of Miss Buss and Miss 
Beale. Josephine Kamm. Bodley Head, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Frances Buss and Dorothea Beale have become legendary as 19th century pioneers of 

education for girls. They were regarded during their long careers as superhumanly 
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industrious pedagogues. Their awe-inspiring reputation has not prevented Mrs. Kamm 
from making the story of their lives human and amusing, without in any way detract- 
ing from the atmosphere of sincerity and lofty devotion which so powerfully inspired 
their work. The book is outstanding as an exposition of traditional British educational 
principles. It is admirably written and bears the hallmark of sound scholarship. (92) 


BUSINESS AND POLITICS UNDER JAMES I. Lionel Cranfield as 
Merchant and Minister. R. H. Tawney. Cambridge University Press, 40s. 1958. 
22 cm. 338 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Lionel Cranfield, Earl of Middlesex, is best known for his almost successful attempts 

to re-establish James I’s finances, and his consequent impeachment in 1624, a political 

cause célébre. Professor Tawney has filled in the details of the tough and prosperous 
career of this businessman-turned-politician. The result is, naturally, an important 
addition to our understanding of both ‘mercantilism’ and the nature of the Crown’s 
difficulties before the Civil War. No living historian writes more beautifully than 

Tawney, the doyen of economic history and the most gencrous-minded of its ex- 

positors. Not historians only but anyone interested in the Jacobean period will read 

this book with pleasure. (92) 


THE LAST TUDOR KING. A Study of Edward VI (October 12th, 1537- 
July 6th, 1553). Hester Chapman. Cape, 28s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 304 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This colourful biography of the luckless Edward VI, whose short reign had ended 

before he reached the age of sixteen, maintains the high standard of the author’s earlier 

biographical study of Mary II. Short as Edward’s reign was, it covered years momen- 
tous for the country, years filled with plots when astute politicians and fanatical 
religious reformers sought to achieve their ends and brought disasters for the people. 

To give so clear an account of such a chaotic period is an achievement on which the 

author must be congratulated. She writes well, and her sympathetic analysis of the 

young king’s difficult position is admirable, although her attempt to portray him as 

master of his own destiny is not entirely convincing. (92) 


RUINS IN THE SKY. Brian Fawcett. Hutchinson, 25s. 1958. 23°5 cm. 
320 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
This two-part autobiography describes the adventurous early career of a railway 
engineer in Peru and his later quest for the ‘Lost Cities’ of Brazil, made necessary by 
the fantastic legends, claims and rumours which followed the disappearance in 1925 
of Colonel Fawcett and his party in the Mato Grosso. Two separate excursions con- 
vinced him that his father was not killed by the Kalapalo Indians and that the long- 
sought sites, which he identified from the air, were merely rock formations eroded by 
wind and rain to the appearance of ancient cities. A work of absorbing interest with 
magnificent photographs and chapter headings delightfully illustrated by the author.

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Mr. Fortescue’) and in his diaries he noted the intimate diplomatic and international 
gossip he gathered there. As an elegant eligible bachelor, a conscientious M.P. with 
many distinguished political, literary, artistic and university friends, he entered many 
circles that provided first-hand varied information about mid-Victorian life. With 
succinct vividness he could portray character, conversation and atmosphere. One 
could wish these informative and entertaining selections had been extended. _—_ (92) 


HAAKON, KING OF NORWAY. Maurice Michael. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 
1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Index. 
Mr. Michael’s biography opens with an outline of Norway’s political problems from 
the early roth century to the dissolution of her Union with Sweden in 1905 and the 
subsequent offer of the Throne to King Haakon (then Prince Carl of Denmark). 
There follows an account of the early years of the Reign, the problems which arose 
during the First World War; the outbreak of the Second World War; invasion; 
occupation and ultimate liberation. It is a moving story ending in 1957 with the 
death of the King and the close of one of the most fateful periods in Norway’s long 
history. The book strikes a markedly personal note, not least because of the anecdotal 
element in it. It is interestingly written, informative, and a tribute to a well-beloved 
king who was also a great man. (92) 


THE MEMOIRS OF FIELD-MARSHAL THE VISCOUNT 
MONTGOMERY OF ALAMEIN, K.G. Collins, 35s. 1958. 23 cm. 
$74 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

Field-Marshal Montgomery writes as he speaks—crisply and clearly—with never a 

doubt about his meaning. Boyhood and army service up to World War II paint the 

flat picture for the highlights of his subsequent career to be added. The account of his 
battles from Alamein to the final scene on Luneburg Heath is a model of exactness, 
of inestimable value to the historian and profound interest to all. After a penetrating 
description of conditions in post-war Germany and an assessment of the situation, he 
tells of his years as Chief of the Imperial General Staff, with many outspoken 
criticisms, and as Deputy Supreme Commander to Eisenhower, Ridgway, Gruenther 
and Norstad. His doctrine of command and his views about the future are of para- 
mount importance, and the often unsuspected warmth of his feeling emerges from the 
appraisement of the men he led and those he served. An outstanding book by the most 
eminent and far-sighted battle commander of his age. (92) 


THE LETTERS OF RAINER MARIA RILKE AND PRINCESS 
MARIE VON THURN UND TAXIS. Translated from the German 
and Introduced by Nora Wydenbruck. Hogarth Press, 30s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
304 pages. Index. 

From 1909 until his death in 1926 Rilke corresponded with Princess Marie, at whose 

castle of Duino he began to write his famous Duino Elegies. Her intellectual and 

artistic interests are clear from her letters to the poet who, twenty years younger than 
herself, opened for her, as she said, the door to an enchanted world. Rilke’s letters, 

with their frequent charm of expression, references to his own poetry, and discussion 
of celebrated contemporaries he knew, must often have been a delight to her. They 

reveal much of his mind and personality. The translation, by a niece of Princess Marie, 
is ably done. Occasional footnotes explain allusions in the text and a large number of 
letters or portions of letters, omitted because they are mainly of minor factual 

interest, are briefly summarised. (92) 
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LIFE AT MY FINGERTIPS. Robert J. Smithdas. Elek, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 
220 pages. Frontispiece. 
At the age of five the author suffered an attack of cerebral spinal meningitis which 
robbed him of both sight and hearing. This story of his coming to terms with his 
world of darkness and silence is one of triumph over almost impossible odds. By 
means of lip-reading and sensing sound vibrations through his fingertips he contrived 
at school to enjoy most of the pleasures of the unhandicapped: “watching” football 
matches, ‘listening’ to music, reading poctry, wrestling, dancing and mountain 
climbing. His tenacious spirit led him later to university and a useful career as a public 
relations counsellor and lecturer, speaking throughout the United States on behalf 
of the deaf and blind. Told matter-of-factly and without self-pity, this is a most 
moving testament to human faith and courage. (92) 


THE CARDINAL KING. Brian Fothergill. Faber, 30s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
272 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Many people well informed about the fortunes of the royal House of Stuart down 
to the rising of 1745 would be hard pressed if asked to describe the later vicissitudes 
of that ill-fated family. This book answers the question in most readable fashion. 
Many will learn with surprise that the last son of the Old Pretender did not die until 
1807 (only twelve years before the birth of Queen Victoria) after a career as a Cardinal 
of the Roman Church. This is an admirable study of the Stuart family in decline.

EDWARD THOMAS: THE LAST FOUR YEARS. Book One of 
the Memoirs of Eleanor Farjeon. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1958. 22 cm.

With characteristic modesty Miss Farjeon has planned to centre the four volumes of 

her memoirs on other people, and this, the first, is concerned largely with Edward 

Thomas, the young poet whom she loved and who was killed in the First World 

War. She quotes all his letters to her, which are of special interest for their revelation 

of his emergence as a poet. She recreates not only Thomas but his setting, the literary 

moods and personalities of the years 1912-17. D. H. Lawrence, Robert Frost, Clifford 

Bax, the Meynells, Gordon Bottomley, Herbert Farjeon, and many other writers 

appear. Discursive as it is in parts, the book evokes people and scenes with the author’s 

customary humour, sympathy and skill. (92) 


SELECTED LETTERS OF THOMAS WOLFE. Edited with an 
introduction and explanatory text by Elizabeth Nowell, and selected by Daniel 
George. Heinemann, 25s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 350 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

These letters give a vivid picture of Thomas Wolfe, the tempestuous young American 

novelist who leapt to fame with Look Homeward, Angel and became a legend in his 

own lifetime, which ended in 1938 when he was thirty-seven. These letters reveal 

Wolfe’s sense of his own destiny which drove him furiously from an early age. 

About himself he had little sense of humour; but his vigour and his descriptive powers 

are undeniable, as the later letters, in particular, show. (92) 


JOURNALS OF DOROTHY WORDSWORTH. The Alfoxden 
Journal 1798. The Grasmere Journals 1800-1803. With an Appendix of Words- 
worth’s shorter Poems referred to in the Journals. Edited with an Introduction by 
by Helen Darbishire. Oxford University Press, 7s. 1958. 155 cm. 284 pages. (The 
World’s Classics) 


Probably no major poet in his creative life ever owed more to a woman than did 
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Wordsworth to his sister Dorothy. Her Journals, written at Alfoxden in Somerset 
and at Grasmere in the Lake District, provided much that lit the fuse of her brother’s 
poetic imagination. She recorded the changing moods and seasons of the earth with 
the eye of a poet, an alert and lovingly meticulous observation; and it is fitting that 
her lucid prose should be introduced here by Helen Darbishire, who always writes 
of her with such grace and sensibility. (92) 


WHO’S WHO IN THE MOTOR INDUSTRY. A Directory of 
Personnel in the Trade and Industry, and of Professional, Commercial and Sporting 
Organizations associated with the British Automotive World. 3rd edition. Temple 
Press, 428. 1958. 22 cm. $44 pages. Index. 

This directory is in four sections: The Motor Industry, Organisations and Associations, 

Press Guide and Biographies, with an index to the first three. The preface stresses that 

it is essentially concerned with people in the trade and industry—thus in many cases 

in the first section, though not in all, the names of directors of firms are given. In 
sections 2 and 3 the names appear of the officers of the associations and the editors of 
publications. The list of abbreviations contains some inaccuracies—Institute (for 

Institution) of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, Trade (for Trades) Union Congress, 

etc. (926-292) 


CHARLECOTE AND THE LUCYS. The Chronicle of an English 
Family. Alice Fairfax-Lucy. Oxford University Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 342 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. Index. 

In June, 1946, when Charlecote House, Warwickshire, passed from its owner, Sir 

Montgomerie Fairfax-Lucy to the National Trust, a long chain of history snapped. 

The Lucy family had been in unbroken possession since the foundation of the family 

in the 12th century. The Sir Thomas Lucy who rebuilt the house as it stands today 

was, according to local tradition, the Justice of the Peace who punished young 

Shakespeare for poaching, but the author is wisely careful not to press so controversial 

a subject. She has written a most entertaining account of a representative English 

county family.

RETREAT FROM KOKODA. Raymond Paul. Heinemann (Melbourne, 
Australia, and London), 30s. 1958. 23 cm. 338 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
This account, by a war correspondent, of the withdrawal of the Australians along the 
Kokoda trail in New Guinea, their stand and subsequent return to inflict the first 
major land defeat of the Japanese in the Pacific War, is the result of years of careful 
research. The difficulties of an outnumbered force in the face of a ruthless enemy and 
the performance of the Australian soldier in the jungle are vividly described. The 
work is well illustrated with photographs and maps. (940°542) 


UNEXPLODED BOMB. A History of Bomb Disposal. A. B. Hartley. 
Cassell, 21s. 1958. 215 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
Of all missiles in production when World War II started, the aerial bomb probably 
underwent the greatest development. This is the exciting story of those whose 
hazardous task it was to keep pace with the tricks of the German scientist. The blitz 
on Britain in 1940 found few trained men to handle nearly four thousand unrecovered 
live bombs and the service was given the highest priority in personnel, research and 
equipment. But with all this, final safety rested on bravery in nerve-racking danger 
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and the book conveys the continuous tension of these operations in all the campaigns 
of the war. It is a fine tribute to a life-saving service that has long been shrouded in

THE TYRANNOUS REIGN OF MARY STEWART. George 
Buchanan’s Account. Translated and edited by W. A. Gatherer. Edinburgh 
University Press (Edinburgh), 25s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Edinburgh University Publications: History, Philosophy and Economics, 
10). 
The most bitter attacks upon Mary, Queen of Scots, were those which came from the 
pen of George Buchanan, the leading Scottish scholar of the period. His writings gave 
the extreme propaganda case against the Queen. As most of them were in Latin they 
are not widely read today. Mr. Gatherer gives an English translation of the most 
important texts. Further, he has subjected Buchanan’s statements to close scrutiny, 
and provided an exhaustive collection of notes and references from which the reader 
can form his own conclusions about Buchanan’s veracity. For scholars there is an 
admirable introductory study of Buchanan’s standing as a historian. This is a most 
important addition to the sources available for a study of the most controversial of 
all subjects in Scottish history, the character, personality, and adventures of the ill- 
fated Mary, Queen of Scots. (941) 


STAR CHAMBER STORIES. G. R. Elton. Methuen, 21s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
244 pages. lilustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This collection of six essays is the offshoot of serious research among manuscripts by 

a Cambridge University teacher expert in 16th century history. It offers attractions 

to anyone looking for some entertaining light reading. Based on real law cases from 

the records of the Court of Star Chamber, they concern people alive during Henry 

VIII's reign, and give some interesting details of their lives and problems. (942-05) 


SURVEY OF BRITISH COMMONWEALTH AFFAIRS. Problems 
of Wartime Co-operation and Post-War Change 1939-1952. Nicholas Mansergh. 
Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 63s. 1958.

This is the second volume in the series to be written by Nicholas Mansergh, who is 

now Smuts Professor of the History of the British Commonwealth in Cambridge 

University. Part I is on the Commonwealth at war, the remaining two parts deal 

with the post-war change in the structure of the Commonwealth and the problems 

which this change engendered. Professor Mansergh writes so lucidly that one is not 
always aware of the complexities of the subject matter, but this is definitely a book 

for the serious student rather than the general reader. (942-084) 


Middle East Islam 
ISLAM AND THE ARABS. Rom Landau. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1958. 
22 cm. 300 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The Professor of Islamic and North African Studies in North Carolina University, 
a well-known authority on Morocco, has written a concise and well-documented 
history of the Arabs. It gives a short account of Islam and the dynasties, East and 
West, followed by a very ably written appreciation of Arab arts and sciences in 
relation to Greece and Medieval Europe, and ends with the problems in the States 
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of the modern Arab world. The general reader will gain pleasure and instruction 
from it but may dispute the findings at the end; the chronological tables will be 
helpful to the more specialised, as also the text, but its conciseness and some dogmatism 
invite criticism. (950) 


MIDDLE EAST PERSPECTIVE. R. C. Mowat. Blandford Press, 15s. 
1958. 21 cm. 280 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, a historian, who has lectured in Cairo, analyses here the facts and 
substance of the Middle East situation, taking each of the Arabic-speaking countries 
in turn. The break-up of the Concert of Europe vis-d-vis the Ottoman Empire, the 
spheres of influence after break-up of the Empire, the entry of the U.S.A., into the 
political and economic fields followed by the U.S.S.R., the Islamic tradition stil] 
prevailing, stimulated by Western ideas, are succinctly reviewed and with scholarly 
penetration. There have undoubtedly been mistakes of policy and it is on these and 
on the effect of Western teaching of the democratic ideal of freedom and independence 
that the reader will find material for thought. In general this is one of the best of the 
increasing number of books on the Middle East. (950)

THE SERPENT AND THE TORTOISE. Problems of the New China. 
Edgar Faure. Translated from the French by Lovett F. Edwards. Macmillan, 21s. 
1958. 22 cm. 222 pages. Map. 

This book is the outcome of a five weeks’ visit to China made in 1956 by M. Faure, 

former Prime Minister of France. Although the guest of the Chinese Institute of 

Foreign Affairs, he was able to meet the non-communist opposition and the religious 

leaders. His observations are penetrating and his conclusions timely. The Serpent and 

the Tortoise are promontories on either side of the Yangtse river and have recently 

been joined by a bridge. With this great engineering feat completed, could not the 

gulf between East and West also be spanned? (951-05)

A HISTORY OF HONG KONG. G. B. Endacott. Oxford University Press, 
30s. 1958. 22 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

For his authoritative history of Hong Kong the author has used both official 
documents and earlier relevant books, and the files of local newspapers going back 
to the beginning. He shows how the settlement was acquired as a refuge for merchants 
from the intolerable restrictions enforced by the Imperial Chinese Government at 
Canton, and then traces events from the tortuous wrangles of the Opium War 
period to today. The virtues and vices, successes and failures of leading characters 
are all described, making a live book pleasant for dipping into and invaluable for 
reference.

ANGKOR. The Rt. Hon. Malcolm MacDonald. With one hundred and 
twelve photographs by Loke Wan Tho and the author. Cape, 42s. 1958. 24 cm.

A profusion of outstandingly fine plates follows chapters on the history of the 

Khmers from the earliest times, their ancient way of life, their ruins, and the 

vicissitudes of Cambodia since the war. Angkor Vat, contemporary with Lincoln 

Cathedral, has frequently been photographed and described, but on earlier and less 
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accessible monuments there is less material and the author’s account of them is 
therefore all the more welcome. So too is his authoritative chapter on recent events 
in Cambodia. In photographic skill the author rivals Loke Wan Tho, who needs no 
commendation.

EGYPT IN TRANSITION. Jean and Simonne Lacouture. Translated 
from the French by Francis Scarfe. Methuen, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. $32 pages. Illustra- 
tions. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Buonaparte’s invasion, the power of Mohammed Ali, the British occupation are the 
prelude to the dramatic events of 1952, the burning of Cairo, the end of the monarchy, 
and assumption of power by rulers native to Egypt for the first time in twenty-seven 
centuries. The events of these years and the following six the authors have subjected 
to a penetrating and wide enquiry, revealing the complexity of the political currents, 
but more important, the gigantic problem of the peasantry, among whom a 
revolutionary impression has been made by a model province and on land where the 
Agrarian Reforms have been followed by co-operative and social services. The book 
is long, but it is the most searching record, with few lapses, yet published on modern 
Egypt. (962)

ALGERIA: THE REALITIES. Germaine Tillion. Translated from the 
French by Ronald Matthews. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
94 pages. 
The realities discussed here are economic and social rather than political and military. 
Germaine Tillion spent the years 1934-40 in Algeria on a scientific mission and 
returned there after the war. She presents a vivid picture of the results of a falling 
death rate accompanied by no increase in national income. She does not condemn 
the French and she believes that an independent Algeria would result in starvation. 
Her solution may not be an easy one, but it is based on commonsense. There is little 
material available in English on the Algerian problem and this lucid and unbiased 
book is therefore, doubly welcome. (96s)

LIGHTS ON THE ST. LAWRENCE. Edited by Jean L. Gogo. 
Ryerson ( Toronto, Canada), $6.00. 1958. 22 cm. 304 pages. Index. 

This anthology is made up of ‘pages written by those who have prized the great 
St. Lawrence and its historic associations’ —the explorers, Jesuits, fur traders, soldiers, 
wives of officials, historians, poets, economists, and novelists. Part 1 is a collection of 
tributes to the river—its history, size, colour, and economic prospects. Part II covers 
the period from Cartier to Wolfe, the period of the wars between the Indians, French 
and English. Part Ill, is about the rapids. An appendix on the St. Lawrence Seaway 
shows how it grew out of a series of navigation improvements begun in 1700. All 
the facts and figures for the present-day project are given. Part IV is about the settlers 
who came to the Upper St. Lawrence, and Part V contains a few legends and stories 
about the river.

OPPORTUNITY IN AUSTRALIA. Irvine Douglas. Revised edition.

This new edition of a book first published in 1947 has been almost completely 
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rewritten to take note of the enormous developments that have taken place in 
Australia over the past eleven years. The aim is to provide factual information for 
the individual intending to settle in Australia and the plan of the book, basically the 
same as the original edition, is to indicate ways and means of reaching Australia, 
prospects of employment, the conditions of everyday life and in particular the 
different aspects of industry, agriculture and commerce which have openings for the 
migrant. A survey of Australia State by State indicates the different areas which may 
attract the settler. The illustrations, completely revised, are an attractive collection, 
showing various aspects of Australia today. (994) 


STUDIES IN AUSTRALIAN POLITICS. The 1926 Referendum. 
Aaron Wildavsky. The Fall of the Bruce-Page Government. Dagmar Carbroch. 
Introduction by Henry Mayer. F. W. Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia), 40s. 1958. 
22 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

The two monographs published under this common title are concerned fundamentally 

with an almost untouched field of Australian political history, namely, the turbulent 

nineteen-twenties when the Federal Coalition Government of S$. M. Bruce and Earle 

Page foundered in its attempts to achieve within the Federal structure some measure 

of uniformity in the field of industrial regulation. The authors make a valuable 

contribution to the theory of Australian federalism which will interest readers seeking 
an interpretation of present-day issues between Federal and State governments in 

Australia. Both authors carried out their research in the Department of Government 

at the University of Sydney.

RETURN TO CHELTENHAM. Helen Ashton. Collins, 15s. 1958. 
20°§ cm. 256 pages. 

In this last book before her death the author portrays the sad awakening of a mother- 
less, inexperienced doctor’s daughter, brought up in 19th century Cheltenham, after 
she elopes with a dashing young Irishman and goes to live in a village in Mayo as a 
country squire’s wife. Throughout her disenchanting experiences during the hungry 
*40s—witnessing famine, fever and eviction in the year of the great potato blight, 

doing relief work among the sick and starving peasants, and becoming daily more 
disillusioned by her husband’s heartlessness towards them—she cherishes the i image of 
her safe and comfortable home town, to which she eventually and thankfully returns. 


THE MILL HOUSE. Adrian Bell. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
168 pages. 
Told in the first person, this is the story of a conflict of loyalties in a newly married 
man between what he feels is for him the right and good life, and the happiness of 
his young wife, w hos se ideas about this are quite different. Roland is richly content 
with the slow, satisfying rhythm of his days in the mill cottage and of his life on the 
land. But Naomi misses her music, and finds country living primitive, boring and 
mentally deadening. Roland’s final unwilling capitulation represents a not very 
satisfactory compromise which bodes ill for the future of the marriage. Adrian Bell 


writes with feeling of his hero’s dilemma, and of the country scene he knows so 
well. 


WALLS OF GLASS. Phyllis Bottome. Faber, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
Phyllis Bottome is a practised and versatile writer of stories which at times recall 
the manner of Somerset Maugham. Here she ranges widely both in subject and 
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background, passing from Hollywood to the Swiss mountains, Cornwall to Jamaica, 
Paris to South Africa; while some of her most successful stories, like ‘The Wave’, 
‘An Answer to Prayer’ and “The Innocent Experience’, take place on board ship. 
This author has an acute awareness of the prisons of love; and she writes out of a 
shrewd, sometimes disenchanted observation of human beings and their behaviour, 
and of the little ironies of existence. 


DAMNED SHALL BE DESIRE. The Passionate Life of Guy de Maupassant. 
Stephen Coulter. Cape, 18s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 350 pages. 
Mr. Coulter tells here the story of de Maupassant’s personal life in a slightly fictional- 
ised form. The main events—the unsettled childhood, the dreary clerkship at the 
Ministry of Marine, the meteoric success at thirty with Boule de Suif, and the 
sacrifice of his talents to his uncontrolled appetites for the next ten years are all 
fairly closely based on fact. The main characters, too, are historical and only dialogue 
and emotions are invented. The atmosphere of Paris in the 1870's and ’80’s is vividly 
and convincingly rendered, but Mr. Coulter’s portrait is predominantly that of the 
insatiate sensualist rather than of the gifted writer. (92) 


ANECDOTES OF DESTINY. Isak Dinesen. Michael Joseph, 13s.6d. 
1958. 20 cm. 222 pages. 

Readers of Last Tales and Seven Gothic Tales will need no introduction to Isak 
Dinesen. Here again they will find the charm of style and the magic quality which 
they have learned to expect in the work of this Danish author who writes in such 
admirable English. There are five anecdotes, making together two long stories and 
three shorter ones. Babette’s Feast and Tempests illustrate the special problems of the 
woman who is born an artist. In The Immortal Story, a rich old man thinks money 
can make a dream come true. The themes are simple, the stories easy to read, but 
their meaning lies as deep as one cares to delve and still is not exhausted. 


THE GOOD LION. Len Doherty. MacGibbon & Kee, 18s. 1958. 20 cm. 
352 pages. 

There are signs that, after some years in the wilderness, the type of novel of working- 
class life whose appeal depends largely on its factual authenticity is returning to 
favour. This story is set in a large northern city, where Walt Morris, a determined 
and somewhat aggressive boy, has settled to work as a miner, having left his unstable 
home in the south. The plot is rather lacking in design and is certainly too long: 
but its picture of a young miner’s life, the work, the courting, the dance-halls and 
the gang-warfare is vigorously drawn and is still fresh enough to hold the reader’s 
interest. 


AFTERNOON OF AN AUTHOR. A Selection of Uncollected Stories 
and Essays. F. Scott Fitzgerald. Introduction and notes by Arthur Mizener. Bodley 
Head, 16s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 284 pages. Illustrations. 

Here are fourteen short stories and six essays, previously uncollected, with essays and 

notes by Arthur Mizener which introduce and link them in a way which enables 

the reader to form an idea of Scott Fitzgerald’s development as a writer and as a man. 

It includes the stories which Fitzgerald wrote about Basil Duke Lee, which may be 

regarded as semi-autobiographical. 


THE BODLEY HEAD SCOTT FITZGERALD. Vol. I. The Great 
Gatsby, The Last Tycoon, and some shorter pieces. Introduction by J. B. Priestley. 
Bodley Head, 20s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 456 pages. 


Once regarded chiefly as an entertainer and the chronicler of the ‘Jazz Age’ of the 
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nineteen-twenties in the U.S.A., Scott Fitzgerald is now seen to be a major figure 
in 20th century American literature. This very good selection from his work includes 
the whole of The Great Gatsby, The Last Tycoon (unfinished), The Crack-Up (Fitz- 
gerald’s account of his own breakdown) and two brilliant early tales, May Day and 
A Diamond as Big as the Ritz, tellingly introduced by J. B. Priestley. 


THE FORSAKEN ARMY. Heinrich Gerlach. Translated from the 
German by Richard Graves. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 18s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
384 pages. 

The author was one of the quarter of a million men of the German Sixth Army 
abandoned to their fate at Stalingrad by Hitler’s strategy, and his novel is based on 
the personal stories of the handful of survivors. It is a tale of almost unrelieved 
catastrophe, broken by occasional wild hopes of rescue, in which a once efficient 
fighting machine lurches from blunder to blunder. The actors are characterised only 
in their military capacities and the narration is apt to switch abruptly from battalion 
to corps level. Nevertheless Herr Gerlach brings an impressive measure of human 
reality to what must rank as one of the greatest military disasters in history. 


OUR MAN IN HAVANA. An Entertainment. Graham Greene. Heinemann, 
15s. 1958. 20 cm. 280 pages. 

Mr. Greene’s novel belongs to the class he calls ‘entertainments’, in which he traces 
an exciting plot without introducing any very serious moral issue. Here the issue is 
present, but is deliberately kept in the background. The story concerns a typical 
Greene hero, a middle-aged widowed Englishman, selling vacuum cleaners in 
Havana, who is recruited as an agent by the British Secret Service and succeeds in 
passing off completely imaginary reports. The narrative is unfolded with great skill 
and a delightful sense of comedy, but the total effect is a little baffling as the book is 
evidently not intended as a thorough-going satire. 


A LONG WAY FROM LONDON. Dan Jacobson. Weidenfeld & 
Nicolson, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 190 pages. 
The author, who is just thirty, spent his youth in South Africa, has since travelled 
widely, and now lives in London. Most of his stories have a South African setting 
and in almost all the reader is sharply conscious of the guilt, insecurity, or resentment 
created by the conflict of rights between European and African. Several of these 
stories are descriptive sketches, which indicate the tension only obliquely; Mr. 
Jacobson is in fact more successful when he brings the clash into the open, as he does 
in the title-story. There his gifts for ironical comedy and telling dialogue are given 


full scope. 


A RIPPLE FROM THE STORM. Doris Lessing. Michael Joseph, 153. 
1958. 20 cm. 304 pages. 

This novel, the third in a series whose central figure is Martha Quest is set in a Central 
African town during the war, at a time when a wave of pro-R.ussian sentiment and 
the presence of an R.A.F. contingent have combined temporarily to revolutionise 
political consciousness. The story describes the short-lived rise of a local Communist 
group, the personal relations of its European members and their difficulties in making 
any effective contact with the Africans. The author succeeds best in recapturing the 
mood of a period when it seemed far more important to wrestle, however 
amateurishly, with public issues than with the personal problems of normal life. 
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POSITION AT NOON. Eric Linklater. Cape, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 
256 pages. Illustrations by Hans Tisdall. 

Mr. Linklater has written something of a tour de force, an ingenious combination of 
the contemporary and the historical novel. His hero is introduced as a middle-aged 
antique dealer on the verge of bankruptcy, unsatisfactorily married and in love with 
a much younger girl. This desperate situation is ascribed to hereditary weaknesses 
and these are pursued in a series of flashbacks of the hero’s ancestors, men of enough 
talent to approach the great, but often involved in disaster through the proximity. 
The historical fiction is adroitly managed and the total effect combines irony and gusto 
in a way that recalls Mr. Linklater’s Juan books. 


THE DEAR BOYS. Lawrence Little. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 
286 pages. 

Mr. Little’s theme is at first sight decidedly Dickensian, the life of a home for 
‘problem’ boys, sons of broken marriages and orphans, observed a century later. 
The author clearly knows his subject intimately and describes it with minute realism, 
but he is not concerned to expose abuses nor to draw any obvious moral. His interest 
is above all in the human drama, the effect of institutional life upon boys deprived of a 
normal home, and the influence, negative yet disturbing, of their missing parents. 
The world he describes is not pretty, but his keen and unsentimental insight makes 
this an absorbing novel. 


EXECUTION. Colin McDougall. Macmillan, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 228 pages. 
Execution is a novel of the Canadian Army in Italy by the Registrar of McGill 
University, who himself served with distinction in that campaign. Against a back- 
ground of battle the author contrasts the comradeship and gentleness that comes to 
men fighting together against a common enemy and the impersonal malevolence 
of high explosive with the disintegrating and brutalising effect of judicial killing, the 
difference between the dispassionate professional killing of the front-line soldier and 
the blood-lust of those whose inclinations lead them to stay at the base. The principal 
character is clearly and sympathetically drawn, but it is his friend, the slightly 
fantastic Bunny Bazin, to whom ex-soldiers will be most drawn. 


FENNER’S KINGDOM. Paul Norwood. Heinemann, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 
288 pages. 

Mr. Norwood’s subject leads him into territory which novelists rarely explore. The 
story is told in the first person by an economics don who gives up his post at Oxford 
to enter an old-fashioned textile firm in Bradford. The author has an impressive 
command of this milieu and succeeds in making the operations of wool merchants 
and the Bradford Exchange surprisingly dramatic, this theme being counterpointed 
by the private lives of the businessmen’s wives and daughters. For a first novel it is an 
unusually accomplished performance. 


DOCTOR ZHIVAGO. Boris Pasternak. Translated from the Russian by 
Max Hayward and Manya Harari. Collins, 21s. 1958. 21-5 cm. $10 pages. 
The greatest achievement in Russian literature for half a century, this novel (banned 
in the Soviet Union) is not merely the saga of a sensitive man, an intellectual, en- 
meshed in the web of events too dynamic for him to comprehend, it is also a picture, 
many-sided and intensely creative, of revolutionary Russia. The author has con- 
structed a huge panorama by a kaleidoscopic technique alternating between scenes of 
personal and individual drama and scenes of mass action which flit bewilderingly by, 
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each one symbolising a greater whole. The final symbolism is Dr. Zhivago’s poems, 
read by friends after his death. Their message is that worthy human values can survive 
under the cruellest system. 


PICK OF TODAY’S SHORT STORIES. 9. Edited by John Pudney. 
Putnam, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 272 pages. 

Mr. Pudney’s collection is arranged simply in alphabetical order of authors, without 
any particular attempt to group the contents according to theme, or to follow any 
special fashion or genre in short-story writing. The range includes the Commonwealth 
but not the U.S.A. and it offers a cross-section, for the most part highly professional, 
of contemporary practitioners of the art, drawn from every living generation. 
‘Instant and lucid characterisation’ is among the qualities demanded and consequently 
the impact of the stories is sharp rather than deep. William Sansom stands out among 
the writers of fame and Philip Oakes and Percy Coates among those of promise. 


NICHOLAS CRABBE or The One and the Many. Fr. Rolfe. Introduction 
by Cecil Woolf. Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 254 pages. 
Now published for the first time, Nicholas Crabbe offers a striking contrast to the 
elaborate historical fiction of Don Tarquinio and the modern fantasy of Hadrian the 
Seventh. It is a roman a clef, realistic in the Gissing manner to the point of squalor, a 
thinly disguised autobiographical narrative, based on Rolfe’s years of struggle as a 
hack writer in London at the turn of the century. It lacks the imaginative invention 
of his other novels, but it is full of the descriptive brilliance and the tortured intensity 


which characterise his writing in general, and it is a book of considerable interest in 
relation to its author’s own life. 


THE SATURDAY EVENING POST STORIES. Vol. IV. Elek Books, 
16s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 320 pages. 

A high standard of readability is the hallmark of all the stories which appear in the 

famous Philadelphia magazine, The Saturday Evening Post, and the twenty printed 

in this anthology are no exception. William Faulkner, Gerald Kersh, Geoffrey 

Household, Ray Bradbury, Louis Paul and William Saroyan are among the authors 

represented. 


GIMPEL THE FOOL and Other Stories. Isaac Bashevis Singer. Translated 
from the Yiddish by Saul Bellow and others. Peter Owen, 18s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
212 pages. 

These tales are quite unlike anything else in contemporary fiction. Demons and 

witches are assumed, for the purpose of the story-teller, to be as real as railways or 

the telegraph. They give a fascinating insight into the life of Jewish communities in 

Poland before the war as seen through.the eyes of a poet. Funny, moving and richly 

entertaining, they have the nostalgic, fairy-tale quality of the paintings of Chagall. 


THE CHARTERHOUSE OF PARMA. Stendhal. A new translation from 
the French by Margaret R. B. Shaw. Penguin Books, 6s. 1958. 18 cm. 488 pages. 
Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

Stendhal’s last novel, the story of a petty Italian dukedom, serves as a focus for the 

new ideas, political, social and sentimental, released by the French Revolution and 

the Napoleonic invasion. Stendhal is one of those writers who excel in sustained 
irony and who constantly require re-translation as the conversational vocabulary of 
the English language changes in nuance and emphasis. Miss Shaw is well aware of 
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such considerations and her version succeeds in carrying out the fine adjustments 
necessary to render Stendhal into a contemporary idiom. She also contributes an 
interesting introduction. 


ZLY. Leopold Tyrmand. Translated from the Polish and edited by D. J. 
Welsh. Michael Joseph, 18s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 432 pages. Map. 

Contemporary Warsaw is the background for this vivid and exciting novel about 
corruption, violence and black marketeering in the underworld. The central figure 
is a mysterious avenger of the oppressed and innocent who is himself a murderer. 
A best-seller in Poland, Zly has attracted world-wide interest and is being published 
in twelve other countries. Its author is a journalist who was active in the Polish 
Y.M.C.A. He has also written a volume of critical essays on jazz. 


THE BASTARD. Brigitte von Tessin. Translated from the German by 

Mervyn Savill. Barrie, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 732 pages. 
An historical novel whose virtue lies in its immense gusto and the ability to handle a 
large canvas rather than subtlety. The story is set in the troubled early years of 
Louis XIV’s reign and it follows the fortunes of a family of the provincial French 
nobility in their local ambitions and in the wars in the Low Countries. The narrative, 
despite its prodigious length, is well planned and the author has the invaluable gift 
of combining an exciting plot with historical probability, though the dialogue is 
unashamedly modern. In the bastard’s father the author has created a memorable and 
vital character. 


THE GIFT AND THE GIVER. Nelia Gardner White. Chatto & Windus, 
15s. 1958. 20 cm. 240 pages. 

This moving story about the nature of love, and human limitations in the giving 
and receiving of it, is told by an insensitive and essentially unloving woman, whose 
husband leaves her to become a writer, taking with him the small daughter she cannot 
love, and leaving the son whom she loves without understanding. With growing 
bewilderment she describes the events of a lifetime, always uncomprehending yet 
dimly aware of her lack of perception, her inability to value the gifts of the spirit. 
She is a truly tragic figure in a book that has the dimensions of tragedy. Published 
after its author’s death, it will be regarded as the most mature work of a gifted and 
imaginative novelist. 


HUSBAND FOR VICTORIA. Vaughan Wilkins. Cape, 15s. 1958. 
19 cm. 320 pages. 

Mr. Vaughan has displayed a versatile gift in more than one fictional category, but 
he is probably best known as an ingenious explorer in the highways and byways of 
the early Victorian period. There is at least a substratum of truth in his latest novel, 
which concerns Victoria’s choice of Prince Albert as her husband and certain attempts 
by unscrupulous conspirators to frustrate the union. The author’s vigorous yet 
pellucid style acts as a smooth-running vehicle for swift narrative humour and wit, 
and there is no moment in the new story which does not carry the plot forward with 
stimulating momentum. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 

THE LAND GOD GAVE TO CAIN. Hammond Innes. Collins, 15s. 
1958. 20°5 cm. 256 pages. 

A message received by an amateur wireless operator sends his son into the wilds of 
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Labrador to discover whether two men left for dead on a geological expedition were 
really dead or still alive. He learns then what happened to his own grandfather on 
another expedition into the same territory. His investigations bring him into contact 
with the men building the Iron Ore Railway and burden him with a decision that 
will drastically affect the lives of two people. This is a really gripping tale of adventure, 
well and vigorously written, satisfying in action and characterisation, and most vivid 
in its depiction of the grim and desolate wilderness of Labrador and the rigours of 
railway construction across it. 


THE MAN WITH TWO SHADOWS. Robin Maugham. Longmans, 
12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 172 pages. 

In his new novel, Robin Maugham has combined a secret service tale with a psycho- 
analyst’s case history to produce an exceptionally interesting thriller. Peter, the hero, 
is engaged in special duties in Cairo and, later, in Tunis. It gradually dawns on him 
that he has more friends than he knows but the disquieting thing is that they address 
him as ‘Tommy’. Who is Tommy? Peter remembers in the end but not until Tommy 
has landed him in trouble which threatens to engulf them both.

CONFESSIONS OF FELIX KRULL, CONFIDENCE MAN. 
Memoirs, Part I. Thomas Mann. Translated from the German by Denver Lindley. 
Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 348 pages. Paper covers. 
Only this first part of the picaresque novel which Mann planned to complete 
appeared before his death. It carries the autobiography of a highly sophisticated 
swindler only to the end of his teens, but the adventures are varied and embedded 
in a general narration whose pseudo-serious tone is sustained with remarkable 
virtuosity. The style grows more leisurely as the story proceeds, and since the swindler 
is an artist in his sense of perfectionism, there is ample opportunity for the author to 
dilate on one of his favourite themes, the relation of the artist to society. 


THE SEARCH. C. P. Snow. 2nd edition. Macmillan, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 
352 pages. 

Written in 1934, this novel might be described as a more autobiographical forerunner 
of the Lewis Eliot books. Its scientist hero, Arthur Miles, is clearly akin to Snow’s 
later heroes. He has fought his way to a coveted academic position by a difficult path, 
where a slip could mean spending the rest of his life as a schoolmaster. The Search is a 
quest for a career and a place in society and it involves not only work but intellectual 
and spiritual adjustment. If the book lacks the mature detachment of the later novels 
it possesses an urgency and a sense of discovery which are very attractive. 


ANGLO-SAXON ATTITUDES. Angus Wilson. Reprint. Penguin Books, 
3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 348 pages. Paper covers. 

First published in 1956, this long novel with its sharply contrasting social settings 
and cast of over forty characters is essentially a story of self-discovery. A distinguished 
elderly medieval historian comes gradually to understand the series of deceptions on 
which not only his domestic life but his work have been founded for years. The most 
masterly portraiture in the book is certainly that of the senior academic milieu, but 
the author as before shows himself exceptionally acquainted with the world of 
juvenile delinquency and petty crime. 
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LOOK HOMEWARD, ANGEL. A Story of the Buried Life. Thomas 
Wolfe. New edition. Heinemann, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 622 pages. 

Thomas Wolfe’s huge, lyrical, torrential novel about the fortunes of two North 

Carolina families, the Grants and the Pentlands, brought him trouble in his home 

town when it first came out in 1929 for many people thought they recognised 

themselves. It also established him as a powerful new writer whose work and life 

and early death have become a legend.

MORE TALES FROM HANS ANDERSEN. Retold by Shirley Goulden. 
W. H. Allen, 12s.6d. 1958. 33°5 cm. $6 pages. Illustrations in colour by Benvenuti. 
(Splendour Books) 
The format, large yct light, of this elegantly produced volume of retold fairy stories 
makes it suitable for handling by very young readers, while the simplified language 
and lavish and delightful illustrations will appeal to children who cannot yet enjoy 
the usual versions of Hans Andersen. The tales included here are “The Tinder Box’, 
“Thumbelina’, “The Little Match Girl’, “The Nightingale’ and “The Shepherdess and 
the Chimney Sweep’. 


THE GOLDEN PHOENIX and Other French-Canadian Fairy Tales. 
Marius Barbeau. Retold by Michael Hornyansky. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 
1958. 21-5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations by Arthur Price (some in colour). 

The eight French-Canadian fairy-tales in this book were collected at first hand from 

the habitants of Canada by the famous Canadian anthropologist, Dr. Marius Barbeau. 

The simple yet witty and elegant English versions are by Michael Hornyansky, 

Lecturer in English in Carleton University, Ottawa. Grown-ups interested in folklore 

will recognise in them familiar European and Oriental themes, while children will 

delight in their freshness, humour and gaicty. The illustrations are exceptionally 
attractive. 


THE GOLDEN BOOK OF ANIMAL STORIES. H. Mortimer Batten. 
New edition. Blackie, 7s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by 
Ernest Aris. 

These short stories by a well-known writer of books on wild life were first published 

in 1927. The animals which figure in them were found in many countries: they 

include Canadian black bears, a Scottish red deer, a dog, a leopard and a monkey 
trapped together in a pit in the African jungle. Two of the most charming stories 
are about strange nurslings: one a stoat adopted by a cat, the other an otter reared 


by a duck. 


THE CHILDREN OF THE MARSHES. Michel-Aimé Baudouy. 
Translated from the French by Gerard Hopkins. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
160 pages. Illustrations by Richard Kennedy. 

This is a story about Spain and the Spanish people and, particularly, about bull- 

fighting. Two pages of notes about bullfighting explain the Spanish expressions and 

terms which are scattered throughout the text. Juan, the sensitive weakling son of 

Count Don Mariana, is despised by his father and two brothers, and spoiled by his 

mother and grandmother. A brush with some urchins and some angry words with 

their leader, Paco, changes Juan’s life. He overcomes his own weakness and befriends 
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Paci, who eventually becomes a matador. The atmosphere of Spanish family life 
and the pomp and ritual of bullfighting are captured in this well-produced and 


illustrated story, which most children over 12 should enjoy. 


TENDERFOOT TRAPPER. Arthur Catherall. Dent, 12s.6d. 1958. 19°5 cm. 
160 pages. Illustrations by Edward Osmond. 

A sixteen-year old English boy on holiday in Canada escapes from a forest fire, only 
to find himself stranded in the bush country of Northern Ontario. His companion is 
an old trapper who knows the country well, but has been seriously injured and is 
helpless and entirely dependent upon his youthful companion. The boy finds in 
himself the courage and resource to save his friend’s life and bring him back to 
civilisation. This is an excellent adventure story, which also provides an instructive 
picture of the men and animals of the northern Canadian forests. 


DEVIL’S HILL. Nan Chauncy. Oxford University Press, 108.6d. 1958. 
22 cm. 168 pages. Illustrations by Geraldine Spence. 

Miss Chauncy continues the story of the Lorenny family of Tasmania who figured 
in Tiger in the Bush which was selected as the Australian Children’s Book of the Year 
for 1958. Badge Lorenny is facing the prospect of having to leave his beloved valley 
to go to school. An epidemic of whooping cough gains him a few weeks’ reprieve 
and also the opportunity to act as host to his three cousins. The children go with their 
parents on an expedition to recover a heifer that has been lost in the wilds. They find 
her after many adventures, including an encounter with the fierce Tasmanian Devils, 
a species of flesh-eating marsupial. 


A CHRISTMAS CAROL. Charles Dickens. W. H. Allen, 15s. 1958. 

28 cm. 106 pages. Illustrations in colour by Maraja. (Splendour Books) 
Dickens’s immortal Christmas ghost story about the transformation of an unpleasant 
old miser into a pleasant old philanthropist is here published as a ‘special’ Splendour 
Book, different in format from the other books in this series, but like the others printed 
in Italy and exceptionally elegantly produced and illustrated. Many children who 
might find Dickens difficult will be led by the numerous and delightful pictures to 
read the text so as to find out what the story is about. 


THE USEFUL DRAGON OF SAM LING TOY. Story by Glen Dines. 
Constable, 12s.6d. 1958. 27 cm. 40 pages. Illustrations in colour by the author. 
An amusing and colourful picture book for five to eight-year-olds with an unusually 
charming and simple story about a Chinaman’s laundry shop which is also a home for 
stray animals and every kind of pet. One day Sam Ling Toy finds a poor, lost lizard 
which grows and grows until he becomes a very large dragon with a gentle and kindly 
nature whose one longing is to be helpful. Big and lively illustrations add much to the 
telling of the dragon’s adventures and of how a job in which he could be useful was 

finally found for him. 


FAIRY TALES FROM SWITZERLAND. Roger Duvoisin. 2nd edition. 
Muller, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations by the author. 

A collection first published in 1943 under the title The Three Sneezes. It is divided 

into two parts, the first devoted to French Swiss, the second to German Swiss tales. 

Not all are about fairies: ghosts and animals figure in a good many of them, as well 

as that stock figure of peasant folklore, the crafty rascal who makes a fool of his 
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betters. One or two might seem rather frightening to young readers. All are 
beautifully written and all strike a delightfully authentic note. 


THE CRUISE OF THE ‘SUSAN’. Winifred Finlay. Harrap, 8:.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 192 pages. Map. 

This sequel to the same author’s Canal Holiday combines two popular themes: a 
journey by boat and a treasure-hunt. The result, however, is less hackneyed than 
might be supposed, since the voyage is that of a canal ‘narrow boat’ along a stretch 
of the Nene, one of England’s less known rivers, between Northampton and 
Peterborough; and the search for treasure ends otherwise than expected, though far 
more wonderfully. The characters are well portrayed and, as before, Miss Finlay 
contrives to include a good deal of historical and topographical information without 
ever seeming to force it on her readers. 


PRINCE OF THE JUNGLE. René Guillot. Translated from the French 
by Brian Rhys. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 216 pages. Illustrations 
by Brian Wildsmith. 

This exciting story of the Indian jungle tells how Raani, Prince of an Indian tribe, 

becomes its leader after his father is ambushed and killed by a neighbouring tribe. 

By ancient custom, Raani and the other youths of the tribe go into the savage jungle 

to live with the animals and learn the secrets of the various animal tribes. Raani 

becomes the companion of Sharka the Tiger, and overcomes the treacheries of his 
rivals before becoming leader of his tribe. René Guillot’s distinctive jungle stories 
are already well known and admired and this story should appeal particularly to boys. 


IN FREEDOM’S CAUSE. A Story of Wallace and Bruce. G. A. Henty. 

Reprint. Macdonald, 6s. 1958. 19 cm. 224 pages. Frontispiece. 
One of the long-popular historical novels for boys for which G. A. Henty 
(1832-1901) was famous. The scene is the Scottish War of Independence (1296-1314) 
into which young Archie Forbes is swept fired by Wallace’s Resistance Movement. 
He is seen in all the events that made Wallace the national hero. On Wallace’s death 
Archie persuades Robert Bruce to become Scotland’s leader, and takes part in the 
subsequent guerilla warfare ending with the Scots’ victory at Bannockburn. Young 
readers from 12-14 will envy Archie Forbes every step of his exploits and learn much 
history en route. 


THE STARVELING. Nina Warner Hooke. Putnam, 8s.6d. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
48 pages. Illustrations by Dick Hart. 

When a caravan family move away from their temporary country quarters they 
leave a kitten behind them. Nobody takes it in. With the coming of the snow, the 
kitten fares badly and its survival is unlikely. There is hardly a young reader who 
will not be moved by the kitten’s plight and glad when it is alleviated by an act 
which also releases a human being from a prison of her own making. Adults also will 
appreciate this story. The writing is direct and without sentimentality and says much 
in little. 


KIM. Rudyard Kipling. New edition. Macmillan, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 336 pages. 
Illustrations by Stuart Tresilian. Map. 

A famous Indian story showing Rudyard Kipling (1865-1936) at his best. Kim, 

the orphaned son of ex-army sergeant left virtually destitute, grows up zestfully in 

Lahore as a child of the streets. The main thread of the story concerns Kim’s 
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wanderings as the disciple of a Tibetan lama on pilgrimage, for then he finds his 
father’s old regiment, his education is undertaken and, while training for the Secret 
Service, he helps to defeat an espionage plot. Since 1901 many readers from twelve 
years upwards have enjoyed this story. 


ERIC AND KARLSSON-ON-THE-ROOEF. Astrid Lindgren. Translated 
from the Swedish by Marianne Turner. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1958. 
20°5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations by Richard Kennedy. 

This charming little book by the creator of Pippi Longstocking introduces Karlsson, 
a fat, lovable, little man who lives secretly in a tiny house perched high over 
Stockholm’s rooftops. Karlsson is full of fun, blissfully certain that he can do every- 
thing perfectly (which he cannot), and has the unusual accomplishment of being able 
to fly. He makes friends with Eric, aged seven, and they have a delightful time 
together. They are constantly in and out of trouble which is never serious, but is 
invariably due to Karlsson’s conviction that there is nothing he cannot do. Most 
children of 7-10 will enjoy this book. 


MOLLY QUALIFIES AS A LIBRARIAN. Bertha Lonsdale. Bodley 
Head, 8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 190 pages. (Career Novels for Girls) 

This competent documentary story about a young County Library assistant and her 
friends describes with accuracy and enthusiasm the kind of work, social life and 
background interests which a girl or boy considering this type of librarianship as a 
career may expect. Much information, too, about lectures and professional traini 

is woven into this account of Molly’s one-year course at a library school, based on 
the syllabus for the Registration Examination of the Library Association, together 
with a convincing picture of hostel and college life as she experiences it. 


SPECS FORTISSIMO. Janet McNeill. Faber, 12s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
136 pages. Illustrations by Rowel Friers. 

In this new story about Specs McCann, Specs and his friend are on holiday in 
Northern Ireland accompanied by the Awful Dog of the previous book, My Friend 
Specs McCann. All might have been well had Specs not been presented with a box 
of magic ointment of which the merest touch endowed all recipients—even 
inanimate ones—with limitless strength. This gift led to complications which are 
related in a pleasant style most agreeable to read. The happy ending will delight all 
schoolboys up to the age of about fifteen. 


PETER AND THE PISKIES. Cornish Folk and Fairy Tales. Ruth 
Manning-Sanders. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 22°5 cm. 224 pages. 
Illustrations by Raymond Briggs. 

Cornish folk-lore is a rich mixture of witches and giants, saints and demons, fairies 

and goblins, as well as the various species of ‘little people’ peculiar to the county— 

spriggans, knockers, piskies and buccas.. The thirty-four stories included here will 
new to most readers. Some are funny, one or two are rather sad, many are very 


exciting. This is a book which will appeal to all children who like fairy stories, and 
also to many parents. 


FIVE OF US—AND MADELINE. THE STORY OF THE 
TREASURE SEEKERS. E. Nesbit. Reprints. Benn, 11s.6d. each. 1958. 
20°5: 20 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Peter Freeman and Gordon Brown 
respectively. 

The first of these two reprints of the incomparable Nesbit stories describes the 

escapades indulged in by a family of five children, to whom is added an at first 
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unwelcome cousin. It is rounded off by two charming fantasies about a dragon who | 
turned out to be tame, and a princess who was condemned to marry a gardener’s boy. | 
The second is about the efforts of six children to restore the family fortunes by various 
(unsuccessful) undertakings: it is a good deed that brings success. The author so 
obviously understands children’s thoughts and feclings, likes and dislikes, and 
expresses them so delightfully that the appeal of her books remains as fresh as ever 
and cannot but continue to win appreciative audiences. 


ZOZO GETS A MEDAL. H. A. Rey. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 1958. 
26-5 cm. 48 pages. Illustrations in colour. 

Already well known among four to cight-year-olds, this cunning little monkey 
now has another series of varied and mischievous adventures which look like landing 
him in trouble. But all is forgiven and forgotten when in the interests of science he 
bravely volunteers to travel in a space ship and drops back to earth by parachute, 
earning a big, gold medal which says: To Zozo, the First Space Monkey. Little boys 
in particular are certain to enjoy this exciting and exceptionally well-illustrated 
story. 


SCRIMSHAW AND FLYING FISH. Marjorie Sankey. G. Bell, 11s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations by the author. (Bell’s Overseas Adventure 
Series) 

David Penleigh, a Canadian boy, and his family read of the mystery of the ship 
Mary Pringle which was found deserted, save for a baby, in the Pacific many years 
before. During a journey to join his father in the Philippines, David tries to solve the 
mystery, with the help of a friend, Jeff Adams. The family have many adventures 
on the voyage, and in following the clues the trail builds up to an exciting climax 
when David and a Filipino friend land among a primitive tribe and reach the end of 
their search for the truth. Interesting information has been skilfully inserted into the 
story. 


THE CAT IN THE HAT. Dr. Seuss. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1958. 23 cm. 
66 pages. Illustrations. 

A charming, simple, original little tale, told in verse, about a cat (with a hat) who 
visits two small children while their mother is out of the house. He tries to amuse 
them by doing all kinds of difficult tricks, but only succeeds in producing a state of 
chaos. Fortunately, he puts everything right before Mother returns. Lavishly 
illustrated, the book should prove popular with all small children who are starting 
to learn to read. 


QUINN OF THE FURY. Showell Styles. Faber, 12s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
200 pages. Map. 

In this story, a follow-up to Midshipman Quinn, Septimus Quinn, a Midshipman in 
the Navy of King George III, is ordered to bring a captured French brig with a cargo 
of hides safely to harbour in eight days. Quinn confounds his crew by setting course 
towards the enemy coast and from the first incident in which they capture a French 
sloop, through the adventure when a pretty young Countess joins the crew and aids 
them in an affray against the enemy, to the final sea battle with a Sicilian pirate, there 
is never a dull moment. The dialogue is excellent and the adventures credible. 


PATH-THROUGH-THE WOODS. Barbara Ker Wilson. Constable, 12s.6d. 
1958. 20 cm. 182 pages. Illustrations by Charles Stewart. 
An old lady in hospital regains her interest in life when she starts to mend a patchwork 
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quilt made over a century before by an ancestor of one of the young nurses. Succeed- 
ing chapters relate episodes in the life of the Fielding family, and descriptions of current 
events of the period give an authentic, interesting background to this story of the days 
when women began trying to fulfil other roles than entirely domestic ones. Girls in 
their teens should enjoy looking back into this picture of the past. 


THE PROUD WHITE CIRCUS HORSE. Reiner Zimnik. Translated 
from the German by E. M. Hatt. Faber, 9s.6d. 1958. 25-5 cm. 46 pages. Illustrations 
by the author. 

This delightful story tells of the circus horse who abandoned the circus in order to 
take his rightful place in “God's great and boundless world’. He endured many painful 
adventures, knew hunger, cold and persecution; he even turned black for a time, before 
he went back to the circus and the open-hearted welcome of his friend, the funny man 
of the show. Beautifully written and exceptionally well illustrated, this book will 
please all children up to about seven years of age. 


Non-fiction 
STEPS TO CHRISTIAN UNDERSTANDING. Edited by R. J. W. 
Bevan. Oxford University Press, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 224 pages. References. Index. 

This book has been written for the benefit of young people and its aim is to offer a 
clear and reasonable interpretation of the Christian Faith. The Introduction by the 
Dean of St. Paul’s is followed by a discussion of such themes as Science and Religion, 
the Idea of Revelation, God in History, the Person of Christ, the Holy Spirit and the 
Trinity. Contributions of special interest are made by Professor Coulson of Oxford 
and Professor Butterfield of Cambridge. The book should appeal to all who desire to 
have a modern presentation of Christian truth. 


SONGS OF INNOCENCE. William Blake. Faber, 10s.6d. 1958. 21 cm. 
40 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Harold Jones. 

Blake’s Songs of Innocence are among his earliest poems. Their enchanting simplicity 
already contains the germ of his mystical vision which was to grow far deeper and 
more obscure. But at one level the songs can certainly be enjoyed as children’s poetry 
by readers of six or seven upwards. This is the first complete volume of the poems 
specially illustrated for children. Harold Jones’s drawings are of course quite different 
from the spirit of Blake’s engravings but they are charmingly designed to suggest a 
simpler approach to the poetry for the young reader. 


STIRLING MOSS’s SECOND BOOK OF MOTOR SPORT. Edited 

by Maxwell Boyd. Cassell, 12s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
This is a very readable and informative book for all motor-minded boys, particularly 
those interested in racing, and it will undoubtedly interest many of their elders as well. 
Stirling Moss tells the story of his own career as a top-line international driver, 
describes the great Circuits and Championship Races, gives a graphic account of a 
year’s activities as an international driver, talks about Rally work and closes with the 
story of the world’s longest car race, run about half a century ago. His book is well- 
written, makes exciting reading, and is admirably illustrated. 


THE BOY’S BOOK OF SCOTLAND YARD with Official Co-operation. 
Burke, 9s.6d. 2nd edition, revised. 1958. 25-5 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. 

An informative account, well produced and admirably illustrated, and revised since 

the first edition in 1951. The book gives a fascinating and serious account of all aspects 
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of work at Scotland Yard and should be most useful to boys considering a future 
career. The preparation of this work has been assisted by the Police Authorities. 


INTRODUCING MAN. William and Helena Bullough. Methuen, 9s.6d. 
1958. 21-5 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

This is the last of three books for children up to about 12 years of age which introduce 
them to the remarkable facts of organic evolution. The previous two dealt with the 
animal world, showing how the development from simple to complex creatures has 
taken place over many millions of years; the present book brings the story up to date 
by describing how man has evolved from ape-like ancestors and how he has set about 
controlling his environment in a way which no other animal has achieved. There is a 
concluding section on how man’s body works and how he reproduces himself. 


TELECOMMUNICATIONS OF THE WORLD. Emest F. Carter. 
Muller, 9s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 142 pages. Photographs by K. E. Carter. Diagrams. 
Maps. 

A history of telecommunications from earliest times to the present day beginning with 

signal fires and ending with the laying of the trans-Atlantic telephone cable in 1956. 

Written for young people of twelve and upwards, it deals mainly with line telegraphy 

and telephony, with particular emphasis on the laying of submarine cables. The author 

has the happy knack of conveying to the reader his own sense of adventure and 
achievement. Well-chosen photographs add to the book’s appeal. 


GOING INTO THE PAST. Gordon J. Copley. Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s. 


1958. 18 cm. 192 pages. Photographs. Diagrams. Maps. Index. Paper covers. (Puffin 
Books) 


This book (first published in 1955) deals with archaeology and defines its terms. It is 


simply and clearly written, and the emphasis throughout is on what young people can 
see and work out for themselves. Although it confines itself to Britain as far as prac- 
tical work and suggested visits are concerned, it deals broadly with the whole of the 
period stretching from the Stone Age to the beginnings of the Middle Ages. An 
excellent introduction, and not only for the young. 


THE STORY OF AGRICULTURE. J. G. Crowther. Hamish Hamilton, 

13s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
This is a fascinating account of agricultural development through the ages which 
should make profitable reading for all young people interested in the subject, including 
schoolchildren, farm pupils, and students at farm institutes and colleges. In tracing this 
evolution from primitive to modern conditions of husbandry, the author lays particu- 
lar emphasis on the revolutionary changes which have taken place in agriculture during 
recent years—due to the parts played 2 science and technology—and on the oppor- 
tunities awaiting the youth of today. 


THE STORY OF JOSEPH. Walter de la Mare. Faber, 9s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
84 pages. Illustrations by Edward Ardizzone. 
‘The Story of Joseph’ taken from Genesis, chapters 37-50, was first included in a 
collection, published in 1947, of the author’s Stories from the Bible, which embody actual 
passages from the Authorized Version blended with Mr. de la Mare’s own rendering 
and omitting those parts of the Bible text which impede the narrative flow. The style 
and imaginative quality of the writing combined with Edward Ardizzone’s simple and 
realistic cemepll of scenes in black-and-white, which yet manage to emphasise the 
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atmosphere and human values of this archaic story, make it a classic for children over 
eight. The volume is a fine example of book production. 


THE REAL BOOK OF RED INDIANS. Michael Gorham. Edited by 
Helen Hoke and Patrick Pringle. Dennis Dobson, 10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 192 pages. 
Illustrations by Fred Collins. Index. 

Simply written and highly informative, this is the kind of book written for children 

(from about ten upwards) which the intelligent grown-up will enjoy. Though con- 

cerned chiefly with the Indian tribes who lived in North America, it tells also of the 

Aztecs and their relations with the Spaniards. There is an interesting section at the end 

about Indian place names and what they mean. 


A PUFFIN QUARTET OF POETS. Eleanor Farjeon; James Reeves; 
E. V. Rieu; Ian Serraillier. Selected with introductory notes by Eleanor Graham. 
Penguin Books, 3s. 1958. 18 cm. 190 pages. Wood engravings by Diana Bloomfield. 
Index. Paper covers. (Puffin Books) 

All these writers are well known for their skill in writing for children. Eleanor Farjeon 

is the most varied in manner, her verses including onomatopoeic poems, narratives 

and nursery-rhyme type songs. James Reeves is a more lyrical writer, whose poems, 

beautifully constructed metrically, are usually complete metaphorical wholes. E. V. 

Rieu, familiar as the translator of Homer and Virgil, has a notable gift for fantasy and 

quaint expression, and Ian Seraillier writes both nursery pieces and free verse narra- 

tives on such exploits as the Kontiki’s voyage or Himalayan mountaineering. Each 
author is widely represented, so that the selection appeals to a large age-group, roughly 
between six and fourteen. 


THE BATSFORD BOOK OF CHILDREN’S VERSE. Edited by 
Elizabeth Jennings. Batsford, 12s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations in colour. 
Index. 

This is an original selection of short poems and extracts containing many familiar 

anthology pieces by the greatest poets with some charming minor poems and a strong 

flavouring of modern work. The level of appeal varies considerably, from cautionary 
tales which children of six could enjoy to lyrics suitable for children of thirteen or 

fourteen. The editor has been guided above all by the memory of her own tastes as a 

child. Attractive colour plates of flowers, trees and country scenes harmonise with the 

many moods of the poems. 


MEALS THROUGH THE AGES. Peter Moss. Harrap, 15s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 
176 pages. Illustrations by Phyllis Johnston. 

A companion volume to Our Own Homes through the Ages by the same author, who 
is a schoolmaster. Each of the eight chapters deals with a different period of English 
history, from Roman Britain to the 20th century. Each tells, in the guise of a story, 
what food was eaten, how it was prepared, what the effect was of economic and social 
conditions, in the different classes of society. Recipes are included where possible. The 
book will interest older children, but many grown-ups will enjoy it too. 


THE TRUE BOOK ABOUT THE RED CROSS. Belinda Peacey. 
Muller, 8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 142 pages. Illustrations by Janet Pullen. (True Books) 

The Red Cross is the world’s most successful international organisation. Miss Peacey 

traces its history from Henri Dumont’s humane inspiration at the Battle of Solferino

to its latest activities in the relief of peace-time disasters. Her account, owing to the 
many ramifications of modern Red Cross work, is necessarily detailed; but it is never 
dul]. She does full justice to the international aspects of her subject, and she never 
forgets its inspirational message. 


GOING TO THE OPERA. Lionel Salter. Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s. 1958. 

18 cm. 190 pages. Photographs. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Puffin Books) 
This refreshingly original book (first published in 1956) for readers well into their 
teens takes them behind the scenes and explains many of the complex techniques 
affecting the production, lighting and conducting of an opera. It gives an excellent 
summary of the salient points in the growth of opera as a musical and dramatic form. 
A survey of televised opera, its unique problems and immense possibilities, rounds off 
a work destined to increase the enjoyment of all youthful (and many adult) opera 
goers. 


CIVIL WAR AND COMMONWEALTH. R. R. Sellman. Methuen, 
10s.6d, 1958. 21-5 cm. 88 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
(Methuen’s Outlines) 

This new volume in an admirable series is an account of the 17th century war and the 

period of the Interregnum. A good brief account of the conflict of ideas behind the 

war is given, and there are lively descriptions of the outstanding personalities of the 
period. Military campaigns are described and explained with reference to useful maps 


and diagrams. Enterprising youth is encouraged to pursue the subject further in a brief 
list of books. 


ANIMAL PARTNERS. Philip Street. Edmund Ward, 12s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 
64 pages. Photographs. Drawings by Jane Burton. Index. 

A book which will fascinate children of 10-14 years who are developing an interest 
in natural history. The author explains the various ways in which animals may come 
to a mutually profitable relationship and gives many examples from all over the world. 
Most of the examples deal with birds and mammals, but fish also figure largely. 
Invertebrates, especially ants with their remarkable habits of pasturing aphids for the 
honey-dew they produce, also come into the picture. The book presents its informa- 
tion in a way which will stimulate the imagination of the young naturalist. 


THE CHILDREN’S CRUSADE. Henry Treece. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 

1958. 20 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations by Christine Price. Map. 
The moving story of the Children’s Crusade to rescue Christendom organised in 
1212 A.D. by a twelve-year-old shepherd boy called Stephen from Cloyes is told in 
this book with dramatic power. From many parts of France the children flocked and 
we are given pictures drawn with admirable restraint of their vicissitudes. Some of the 
crusaders died, others turned back and others again were sold into slavery. Mr. Treece, 
schoolmaster, poet, novelist, has endeavoured, as he intended, to be as accurate as 
possible without being too depressing. The book is suitable for the 11-13 age group, 
as well as for adults. 
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
